Weobserve that at a meeting of the on Thuraday 
of last week, Mr. J. M. Lissack, imreply to Mr. RAM Pryto, said thaé 

a weekly return of the wholesale prices of tasher meat was being 
eupplied te the Jewish Press,’ but had not been printed, except in 
one instance, apparently an inconsiderable one. That is, as far as 
we are aware, perfectly true; and in any cage, so far ag THe Jewish 
(and THe Jewish WORLD) ie cencerned, it is 60. An 
intimation, however, to the effect that we could not publish the list 
firet sent was communicated to the Smithfield and Aldgate Carcase 
Putchers’ Association, Ltd., from whom we received it, which we 
saw no reason to repeat in response to subsequent lists supplied 
to ue. Mr, Lissack was evidently unaware of this when, with euch 
avidity, he accused us of lack of courtesy. Our reason for with- 
holding publication of these listg is because the information thus 
given could, from the nature of it, be of either no practical value 
at all to our readers, or, worse, might serve as a stumbling-block 
placed before the eyes of the blind. It gives the minimum and 
maximum prices of a stone of eight pounds of meat sold in the 
Aldgate Meat Market during a week, omitting Saturdays and 
Sundays, ending on the Monday prior to the Friday on which THE 
Jewisn CHRONICLE is published. After the average house- 
holder has made the necessary calculations for reducing these 
wholesale prices per stone at which they are sold in the marke® 
to por lb, at which meat is usually bought retail, seeing thas 
they will them be some daye old, they give him at most but 
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little indication of the prices prevailing when he purcbases at his 
butcher's shop. But, in addition, they are extremely de.usive, 
because, of course, they render no information about the cost 
incurred by the retail butcher before he is in a position to cater for 
his customers. It is not difficult, indeed, to perceive both the 
purpose which was eought to be served by the ipublication in the 
Jewru CHroxicun of the particular information supplied by the 
Carcase Butchers’ Association, and why. the Presipent of the 
Shechita Board evidenced such obvious annoyance that this paper 
refused to he'p in the device, Of much more consequence 
do we think the Committee of the Deputies that bas been 
appointed to .enquire into the question of the price clarged 
to the Metropolitan public for Kasher meat, providing that tha 
enquiry is free and unfettered, does nob atlow itself to ba baulked 


by any vested interests, and makes its enquiry full and comp:e’o

even to ascertaining how it is that the Shechifa Board has been a'se 
to hoard a great sum. of money, obviously filched at some point in 
the process taken by the moat from the animal to the consumer, and 


-in the circumstances of kasher meat consumption in the Metropolis 


derived in tho ultimate from the pockets of the poor, who are by 
far the largess consumers of meat killed under ritual directions, 
Tlie result of that enquiry will be infinitely more valuable to the 
public in determining whether they are in fact paying a fair or 
an unfair price for kasher meat than the list of prices sent out 
by the Carcase Bulchers' Association. They may become enlightened 
also on the financial method which has been adopted by the Shec/itta 
Rourd, We soe that the President on Thursday last announced that 
negotiations had almost been completed for the purchase of a site 
for the purpose of a Aasher Market. He telis ua that by this means 
the Board is to get rid of the large sum of £44,000, which in our view 
it ought never to bave had in its coffers. He also told the Board 
that he could not disclose the position of the site, because negoti- 
ations were still in process in®olviug the cousent of a Government 
Department. This occurs to us as. an extremely lame excuse for 
suppressing information which ought to ba available to the pubi:c, 
lor it is impossible to believe that so ‘cute a business man as Mr. 
LItSssack has entered into negotiations to such an extent that only 
the consent ofa Government Department remains necessary wi'h- 
ont securing what would make it 6ure that, assuming the negotia- 
tions ‘to be inorder, the Board will obtain the site on their 
conclusion. Bo this as it may, it would have been much more 
to the point: had the community been informed why this large 
expenditure for a hasher Market is necessary and whether the 
Shechita Board approves of it. Up tillnow, writing from menory, 
we donot recollect thatthe question has ever been publicly placed 
before the community as a matter of principle, or that the com. 
inudity has had the opportunity for ascertaining the Board's views 
on the matter. We can quite understand the disposition that seems 
to prevail in ihe Loard to leave everything to one man who bas 
been 60 fiuancially successful—aside from all question as to the 
public. right of that success. But it surely is an unheard 
of thing that £14,000 of public money shall be devoted to a public 


purpose without those responsible for it submitting the proposition 


to tbe public for approval or the reverse. uo 
ry.

ILE Bishop of Gloucester addressed a letter te the Times on 
Monday last, deploring “the declining birth-rate of the 
English stock.” He declared that the decline is so serious 
that it must, unless it be in some way corrected, 

“ltimately mean the failure of Empire.” Some of the details 
which bis lordship gave in the course of his letter, in proof of his 


‘thesis, have, I see, been severely contested. But there can be little 


doubt that there is some considerable ground for the fear he 
expresses, The TIMEs, which on the same day published a leading 
article on “’ Undesirable Aliens,’ in the course of it pressed the letter 
from the Bishop of Gloucester into service of the campaign it is 
waging against Jews living in this country, who were born abroad. It 
dc jared that the letter emphasised the lessons of the Parliamentary 
debate on the question of alien immigration, which was held on the 
previous Friday. What the Times evidently wished its readers to con- 
clude was that in view of the fucts narrated by the Bishop of 
Gloucester showing how, as he put it, the British r was, in 
consequence of declining birth-rate, losing its predominance in 
countries under British rule, as well us in all English-speaking 
countries, it would but make matters eo much the worse 
if alien immigration into Great Britain were not severely 
reatrietedy Indeed, the article implied that the Bishop of 
Gioucester had made ous clear additional case, upon the facts 
which he bad detailed, for a further tightening of the restrictions 


now in force against the admission aliens both here and in 
America, But it occurs to me that there is another side to the 


question, 


\t is surprising that neither the Bishop of Gloucester nor the 


‘Tives betbhought themselves of aclass of aliens in this country whom 


the Times has been busy, éo it tells us, in studying ’ forsome weeks 
past. I mean the Jewish aliens againet whom it has been so 
severely animadyerting. Had they done so, they would inevitably 
have thought about the Jewish people of whom these aliens form a 
part. And they might then have put to themselves by way of pro- 


position this facet: the Jewish population at the beginning of last’ 


contury was estimated at three millions all told. to-day it is 
computed as being fifteen milliong, They might bave asked 

nselyes how it comes about that this people of whom the 
‘ives cannot speak sufficiently despitefully, was biologically the 


obvious superior of even the English-speaking race. For from a 
biological point of view, the Jews who have managed ina hundred 
oki twenty years to increase fivefold, must have about them 


erior qualities to even the powerful Empire-governing Anglo- 
Sosons. And during that century and a quarter Jews, as compared 
with almest all other peoples, have been terribly handicapped. They 
have suffered as no people in the world, save perhaps Armenians, 
massacres, pogrome, and persecution that must have materially set 
back the natural increase of their population. Yet despite all, 
they have shown such a magnificent vitality, such a splendid will 
to live as @ people, that they have multiplied five times in a little 


over a hundred and twenty years. 


The comment of anti-Semites upon this fact we know in advance, 
They will tell ue that the lower the animal in the kingdom of 
nature, the more profusely he breeds and the more he increases. 
Rats and rabbits will be quoted. Butif arriving at this conclusion, the 


~ anti-Semite would prove himeelf to be as mistaken as he is in almost 


wll of hie allegations against Jews. Because the result in increased 
population which Jews have attained, bas not been gained by their 
greater fertility, Quite the contrary; what statistics ib is possible 
to gather upon the subject, all tend to show that the number of 
children per Jewish couple is on the ave".ge rather lees than it is 
more, when compared with the general populations among whom 
they live. In certain countries Jews show a large fertility; but in 
others, and certainly these comprise a cousiderable majority of 
world-Jewry, they exbibit an exactly opposite characteristic. I 
confess that I was astonished when I found this to be so, as a result 
of some investigations into the question which I made many 
years ago. But the Bishop of Gloucester and others will be 
interested to learn of this, not alone because there is no doubt 
that Jews, jus) like non-Jews, exercise birth control to a certain 
extent but that Jewieh Law and Jewish practice tend, in gs 


— 


to impose a kind of birth restriction and control upon them. [, 
cannot very well enter into this part of the subject, but every- 
one who knows anything of Jewish Law will follow what I mean. 
What Ido not mean—and I say this to avoid any misunderstand. 
ing—is that there is anything in Jewish Law involving birth 
control or restriction in the sense in which the terms are usually 
employed to-day, 


It isobvious, then, thata totally wrong meaningis attributed to the 
adjuration, as Jews understand it: “ BS fruitful and multiply.’ It is 


usually thought that this is an invocation to abnormal fertility. 16 


is clearly nothing of the sort, and means simply that Jews should 


be fruitful and multiply—but how? It will be asked bow it comes 


about that with such ‘untoward life conditions as have 
existed for the Jew all the time, notwithstanding, our people have 
multiplied by five times during thes last hundred and twenty 
years, and yet have uot done so through any extraordinary fertility 
ag compared with other races. The answer is really a very simple 
one. Jews do not beget more children than non-Jews, but they lose 
infinitely less of those: with whom they are blessed. It has heen 
found that virtually wherever tested; the death-rate of Jewish 
children under five years of age is astonishingly lower thantbat of the 
general population by which they are environed. In some cases it 


. 18 a fourth, and in other rare cases the difference has been known ta 


be even greater.” So that as a biological subject the Jew is 
altogether a superior animal and one from whom others may well 
take a much needed lesson. While not being unduly fertile, which 


“might indicate his being low in the animal kingdom, he manages 


to conserve the children born to him. So that while a race like the 
English-speaking race is declining to such an extent that the Bishop 
of Gloucester and the Times have to raise a severe note of warning 
about the consequences, Jews have been fruitful and beve 
multiplied, 


It will be gathered from what I have said that the. Bishop of 
Gloucester probably takes but a short view of the question, when 
he supposes that the whole of the'trouble arises from, as he tel!s us 
he believes, the practice of birth control. Palpably from the facts 
I have mentioned there must be some other causes of the trouble, 
and they will be found when we understand why it is that there is 
60 small a relative infant death-rate among Jews. Why is the infant 
death-rate. among us so favourable? Without venturing to giv? 
anything like a complete set of reasons, these may be taken as tlie 
inmost Balient: 

1. The absence of alcoholism in Jewish parents especially in 
Jewish mothers. 


2. The abstention of mothers from esbausting work during 


the critical period and the much greater care and protection which 
Jewish husbands afford to their wives, 

3.. Jewish mothers do not usually go out to work’afler marriage, 
and so feed their babies naturally at the breast. 

1. The much greater love of home and children manifested hy 
Jewish mothers and the consequent greater mother’s care afferled 
to the children, 

5. The greater happiness of Jewish children in thelr homes 
and the psychological effect upon the children’s healib, of leve and 
regard of Jewish father for Jewish mother and of the Jewish mother 
for the Jewish father. Anything in the nature of wife beating on tha 
part of the husband, or “ gadding about” at the expense of neglect-

What in Fact Happened. 

The real facts, as told to me, are as follows; and [ take 4, 
opportunity of recording them as a matter of history. The CXeCutiog 
of Lipski was fixed for a Monday morning—to be exact, Monday. the 
oth of August, 1897, at Newgate.

| vhe death ocourred last Saturday, in his seventy-fifth year, of Mr, 
samuel Gompers, the American labour leader, who, as President of the 


Federation of Labour of the United States, wielded enormous and almost:

Ile wasapprenticed toacigar-maker, and, on emigrating to America. 


dels, 
see age of thirteen, followed the same trade in that country. Ultimately 
ne organised the industry on union lines. His powers of organisaton and 
of mauagement were exceptional, and his rise in the industrial world was 
-apid and continuous. In 1882 he was elected President of the Medera- 
tion of Labour of the United States, the largest body of its kind in the 
world, which has about four-and-a-half milllon members, practically all 
belonving to the higher ranks of labour. This position he held up to the time 
ot his death, with the exception of the year 1894, when he was defeated by 
Iohn McBride. The deceased, in spite of his devotion to and work for 
labour, was hitterly opposed to any form of Socialism. His work for 
labo ur was the one absorbing interest of his life, and he ruled the Labour 
Federagon with aniron hand. He is said to have been toa very large 
extent responsible for America’s entry into the war. Gompers had a 
horror of anything appertaining to Bolshevism. He was one of the 
stron ost protagonists of immigration restriction, and the recent adopticn 
4 the American Bill is said to have been largely due to representations 
he wade to the Government. The deceased had not for many years

THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE'S ACTIVITIES. 


A moeting of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial was held on 
Tucsday, at Jews’ College. Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, O.B.E , peesided. 
Mr. LIONEL L. COHEN said thatia the absence of Sir Robert Waley 
“Cohen, who was on a business tour abroad, it fell to*him to introduce the 
report of the Executive Committee. Sir Robert, when visitiag Australia, 
hoped to meet the subscribers to the Memorial and tell them what work was 
beingdone. Mr. Cohen said that the Joint Committee, consisting of three 
representatives of the War Memorial and three representatives of Jews’ 
College to devise an agreed scheme for tho future of the College had held 
BHOveral meetings. Mr. 8. H. Emanuel, K.C., who had been elected Chair- 
man, told him that good progress was being made. Tor the time being 
the Executive Committee had voted £750 to the College for the first haif 
of 1923. Oa the last occasion, in addition to the resolutions romiing to 
Jews’ College, were some dealing with a proposed Academy. The refer- 
ence to the Joint Committee did not include the question of the Academy, 
but it was tho wish of the Executive Committee that the requirements of 
every scction represented on the Council should be met, and it was there- 
fore hoped to present a scheme which would secure the training of 
Ministers to provide for the requirements of every institution represented. 

‘ths report of the xecutive Committee was adopted. 

Dr. A. EICHHOLZ presented the estimates of the Central Committee 
for Jewish Elucation. He drew attention to the gratifying growth of the 
exponditure of the Committee. In 1922 it was only £1,839, and in the 
comiog year provision was made for £2.70). The enormdas detail of 
the educational and administrative work of the Committee would go far 
to justify the increase, Thy were now responsible for the educational 
policy, not only of the metropolis, but of the United Kingdom and Ireland, 
and were continually increasing their work in the Dominions. They had 
also undertaken the work of the training of teachers, and £425 had been 
provided in the estimates for that service. lle expressed gratilication at 
the healthy development of their library aciivities. He paid a warm 
tribute to the work of Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Jewish 
Lducation, and hinted at the need of giving him an assistant. He also 
acknowledged the highly efficient assistance rendered by the Secretary, 
Mr.. 13. A.-Fersht, and his staff, 

ibe estimates were adopted. 

Ministers Superannuation. . 

Mr, Lionec L. COHEN said that the Council had b2fore ita scheme 
for the superannu ition of ministers and officials, with the report of the 
Executive Committee thereon. He had received a letter from the Rev. §. 
Frampton, of Liverpool, criticising. the propésals, and he thought that 
the Committee would like to consider these suggestions, He therefore 


movad that the referred bic. 
Mr. J. MENQ#LOVPrCH seconded the motion, and expressed regret that 


the scheme inade no provision for sickuess. 

The Kev. A. A. GREE Y commented on the failure of the majority of 
tongregations to commu.icate their views on the quostion of superannua 
lion. Ho hoped the Committee would repert its request and let the 
pommunity know of any indifference that might be shown 

After further discussion, the motion was carried. 

Mr. Exnest Lesser drew attention to the tendency of appointing 
inexperienced ministers to Dominion congregations, which, he thought, 
was bad policy. 

Lhe Prestpent said that they had only j ist had a requcst from New 
Zoaland specially asking fora young man. He suggested that Mr. lesser 
should place his views before the Chief Rabbi, who was Chairman of the 
Central Office Board 

Mr. LIONEL, Go Cones said thatin many cases congregations could nct 

afford to pay the salary required by an experienced minidter. 

The Koy. A. A. GREEN said that an inexperienced minister was much 
safer in a well-organised congregation than ia a new c mmunity. 

Mr. A. M. WoouP, 0.B.E., said he agreed it was highly desirable that 
young roinisters should gain some experience of social and charitable 
work to enable them to deal with the poorer members of the con grega- 
tions to which they would be called tipon to minister :

The League of Nations and the Land of Israel. 
MANDATES COMMISSION'S REPORT APPROVED. 


At the public meeting of the Council of the League of Natione, held in 
Home on Wednesday of last week, the report on the work of the Per- 
mapeot Mandates Commission by Mr. Branting was read by Mr. Unden, 
the Swedish delegate on the Council, 


The report said that the Commission intends to meet in cxtraordinary 
session in the autump, The Commission has noted how very useful it is 
tosecure the help in its dlecussions of active administrators working in the 
mandated territories. As regards loans, advances and investments of 
capital, the Cominission bas not up to the present been placed in posses- 
sion of all the mecessary information, and wou'd like to be acquainted 
with the facts as speedily as possible. 


“To Palestine,” the report proceede, “the Mandatory Power, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Mendate, should establish a National Home 
for the Jewish pecp!e whilst deve oping there institutions of free gcvern- 
ment. Itis not surprising that in carrying out its mission, the Adminis- 
tration should have given cause for conflicting complaints on the part of 
those who take their stand on only ons of these two principles to the 
exclusion of the other. The difficulties with which the Administration 
finds itself copfronted are naturally inherent in its task as defined by the 
very terms of the Mandate. If account is taken of the delicacy of the 
problems in view, it seems to me that we can only congratulate the Com- 
mission on the spirit of equity which is shown by its observations and 
on the wisdom of its conclusions, to which my colleagues will strive to 
adhere.” 

At the end of its report, the Commission communicates its 
observations on the petition of the Executive Committee of the Arab 
Congress of Palestine. This petition touches equally on questions which 
have been examined in the course of the discussion of the annual report 
on Palestine, The observations of the Commission on this. subject may, 
in cons¢quence, be considered as based on profotnd examination, not 
only of the petition but also of the report itaelf.” 

rhe resolutions presented by the mover cf the report read: 


The Council expresses its satisfaction that the mandated 
territories are administered in general in agreement with the spirit 
and the letter of Article 22 of the Covenant and with the terms of the 
Mandate; decides to transmit the special observations of the.Com- 
mission to the Governments of the Mandatory Powers, whilo 
rr questing them kindly to take suitable steps accordingly ; to approve 
the conclusions of the Commission with regard to the petition of the 
Executive Committee of the Palestine Arab Congress and to instruct 
the Secretary-General to make them known to the petitioner and to 
the Mandatory Power. . 


Mr. Chamberlain on Palestine Administration. 


After the reading of the report, Mr. Austen Chamberlain, British 
Scoretary for Foreign Affairs and thqy British Representative on the 
Courcil of the League, expressed thanks to the High Commissioner of 
Palestine for the manner in which he had accomplished his dificult task, 
and said that io regard to the comments on the Administration in Palestine, 
it was recognised by the Mandates Commission and by the reporter 
that that Administration, by the terms of the Mandage, had a very difficult 
task. He was not quite certain that the Commission bad quite appre- 
clated all the efferts made by the Administration in Palestine to fulfil 
its onerous duty. The mere statement that the immigrants lacked 
previous: training bardly did full justice to the results actually 
achieved by Jewish immigration during the last few years. He 
had been im communication with’ the High Commissioner; to 
Whom an advance copy of the Report had been farnished by 
the League of Nations Secretariat. The High Commissioner had said 
that a certain number of the immigrants had already bad previous 
agricultural experience, and.that a great many others had shown them- 
se'ves adaptable to agricultural conditions, as was ilinstrated by the 
rapid and successful establishment of new Jewish agricultural settle- 
ments in Galilee, and by the satisfactory development: of tobacco 
pantations by bitherto inexperienced Jewish farmers, who emp'oyed 
Jewish immigrant labour in various processes. The High Commissioner 
bad added that the character of the immigrants had recently undergone 
Some change. More recent arrivals contained a larger proportion of 
~ersons with means, many of whom wero founding new industries on a 
large or small ecale. He associated } 1 uself, as he fhad jalready said, 
with the report of the Swedish representative, but he thought the 
Council would not be unwilling to hear this explanation on the part of an 
Administration charged with such a difficult task as was confided by the 
Mandate to the Administration of Palestine. 


The Marquis Theodoli, Chairman of the Permanent Mandates Com- 
mission, said that he had nothing to add tothe report of the Commission. 
Hie would like to state that the Commission had never had any idea of 
criticising the Mandatory Power or the High Commissioner, but had 
thought it to be its duty to draw tho/attention of thé Council to the 
difficulties ofthe task of the High Cémmissioner. As Chairman of the 
Commission, he was entirely in agreement with the British representa- 
tive that the task of the High Commissioner was extremely dificult, but 
gradual experience would doubtless enable him to deal successfully with 
Certain difficulties which might arise and adopt Jaws and regulations 
establishing a satisfactory immigration system for the Jews in Palestine. 

Mr. Brantivg’s report was approved. 


Mr. L. 8, Amery, Secretary of State for the Colonies, referring in the 
course of @ conversation with a J.T.A. representative to the report on 
the Administration of Palestine passed by the Council, said: “I do not 


fee anything in it which on careful perusal need cause any serious

The Arab Petition to the Mandates Commission. 


REPLY TO GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 
The Arab Executive has sent to the High Commissioner a reply to 
the Jetter signed by Sir Ronald Storrs, in which it was said that there 

were thirteen misstatements of fact in the memorandum submitted 
through Sir Herbert Samuel to the Permanent Mandates Commission of 
the League of Nations. The Arab Executive regrets that the High 
Commissioner does not intend to publish the report submitted to the 
Permanent Mandates Commission by him in his capacity as High Com- 
missioner. This attitude of keeping away so important a documenf, it 
writes, will be taken by the people to mean that it contains statements or 
allegations inconsistent with the facts or with the welfare of the people. 
Also, it does not comply with one of the highest princip'es of present-day 
politits endorsed by the League of Nations, which probibits secrecy in 
dealing with such political affairs. | 

The letter then deals with the thirteen points which were raised in 
the Palestine Government's letter. In- regard to point 4, in which the 
Government wrote that only 100 immigrants were admitted for the pur- 
pose of entering the labour market, and the small number of other 
immigrants who came in were either members of the families of persons 
already in the country or individuals possessing means of their own, the 
Arab Executive declares that itis a widely known fact that during the 
year 1923, a large number of immigrants smuggled themselves into Pales- 
tine over the Syrian frontiers. The number of attempts at suicide and of 
actual suicide among Jewish immigrants because of their poverty, it goes 
on, proves that a large number of these immigrants never possessed 
indepéndent means. The Labour and Immigration Departments beloy 
both more or less in Jewish hands, immigration restrictions imposed by -. ~~ * 
the High Commissioner have had only a slight effect. 


The Felestin publishes an article in which it writes, infer alia: The 
keen interest taken by the. Mandates Commission in Palestine affairs is 
due to a number of causes, particularly to the commotion raised by our 
delegates, which spread throughout the world, to our fair acd noblo 
attitude in boycotting the Legislative Council, the Advisory Council and 
the Arab Agency, to the support we received from the leading Enog!ish 
papers, ta the efforts of the London National and Political Club, to she 
work of the Palestinian Arab colonies abroad, and to the latest memoran- 
dum of the Arab Executive. Takiog into consideration the fact that our 
national work was carried out, on the one hand against the most power- 
ful nation in the world, and, on the other, against the most cunning 
people in the world (for we lacked strength, time and financial means, 
while our enemies were rich) we may conclude that'- we have won a 
splendid andynquestionable victory. As regards the Com mission's thanks 
to Sir Herbert Samuel, they are mere words required by politeness, 
similar to our praise and admiration’ of His Excellency for his skill tn 
handling a delicate situation and in meeting the numerous difficuitios in 
his attempts to reconcile opposing interests, rival aims, and races refusing 
to assimilate.

SIR HERBERT SAMUEL'S ANNOUNCEMENT, 


{From our Correspondent.) JERUSALEM. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, who has been visiting a number of important 
Palestine centres, was recently in Haifa. He inspected a number of 
industrial enterprises in the town, and also received deputations from 
sevetal communities. Much enthusiasm was caused by Sir Herbert's 
announcement that the Government intended to proceed with the con- 
struction of the promised harbour works at Haifa in the near future 
The High Commissioner has since left for Jerusalem. 


A picturesque event in the ceremonies (says the TiM&s correspondent 
in Haifa) was the High Commissioner's conversation with Isaac ben 
Amram, the High Priest of the Samaritans. The remuants of this 
historic race live near Nablus, at the foot of Mount Gerizim, on which is 
their temple, but owing to the impossibility of their inter-marriage with 
either Jews or Arabs, they are almost on the point of extinction, and, in 
fact, number a bare 150 souls. Isaac ben Amram, who with his long white 
beard, crimson head-dress, and flowing black robe looked a typical picture 
of the Old Testament patriarch, announced his intention of presenting a 
petition to the British Government for permission to visit London, where 
he is anxious to write the history of bis race, while he yet has time, from 
research in the British Museum. 

Sir Herbert Samuel also visited the Haifa Power House, which is 
being built under the Katenberg scheme and ifs rapidly approaching 
completion. It is significant to note that Jews and Arabs are employed 
equally and that the former are shilled and the latter unskilled. Such 
cases, in conjunction with several instances where members of the two 
races have joined in a business partaership ia enterprises such as the 
manufacture of cigarettes and orange growing, are at least encouraging a 
hope of future economic partnership, and contrast directly with the 
continued obstinate refusal of the political leaders to contemplate a 
com promise.

The Religious Position in Eretz Yisrael. 
From Mr. H. A. Goodman. 
To the Editor of Tae JEwisH CHRONICLE, 

Sirn,—Your issue of the Sth instant prints a report concerning the 
reception of Rabbi Kook and Rabbi Schiofeld by the Colonial Seoretary, 
and it is stated that Rabbi Kook took the opportunity of diséussing “the 
claims of the Aqudath Yisrael against the official community represented 
by bim,” In these circumstances, I trust I may be accorded the customary 
hospitality of your columns to explain our position upon this matter. 

The realisation of the hopes engendered by the Balfour Declaration 
has net with so ny disappointments and difficulties that the Zionist 
(organisation is compelled to discover some substitute for its followers. 

ithough one of Ns fundamental principles has invariably been that 
religious matters are the private concern of the individual, it now 


interferes in the inner communal life of Palestine Jowry, and would . 


organise the communities there upon a political, legal basis. sacrificing 
the religious clement to the nationalist sections. The religions movement, 
which has hitherto been the central dominant figure of Jewish communal 
life in the Holy Land, is now to be thrown on one side, and become a 
purely decorative figure, or even the means of allowing free play to anti 
religious, radical elements in their activities. 

The Chief Kabbinate of Jerusalem appears to make no obj ectionjto 
these proposals. The Ashkenazi Town Council, however, a properly 
organised Jewish community of some 1,600 contributing male family 
heads, representative of some 7,000 souls, with a legally elected Rabbinate 
and Council, absolutely rejects any participation with non religious 
elements upon such a basis. It is obvious that any compromise in 
religious matters between orthodox and free-thinking circles must 
inevitably cause irreparable barm to the cause of orthodox Judaism. 
Little objection can be raised to the personality of Rabbi Kook, who has 
indecd repeatedly declared his adherence to the Agudath Yisrael: but it 
sees au unfortunate fact that bis Kabbinate stands helpless;in the face 
ofthe Zionist: National Council, upon whose goodwill it appears tobe depen. 
Cent for its fature existence. 

It should be made clear that the Ashkenazi Town Council, supported 
by the Agudath Yisrael, is atall times prepared to co-operate with non. 
religious elements in purely legal, economical, and political matters, ag 
apart from all questions affecting their religious convictions, Upon which 
_ there can never bs any compromise. 

A united Jewish community in Jerusalem is only possib! W based 
upon the ancient faith of the Jewish people. he up 
alternative proposals in regard to the organisation of the Jewish com. 
munities of Palestine, and these have been duly submitted to the respon 
sible authorities. Failing acceptance of these proposals, it would appear 
but an act of elementary justice to allow Palestinian Jewish orthodoxy to 
mer oe in accordance with its views and wishes. ¥

‘Lord Balfour on The Balfour Declaration, 
JEWS AND PALESTINE, 


THE IMMEMORIAL HISTORIC CONNECTION. 


. The Earl of Balfour received a deputation of representative Zioniay 
in the North of England at the Hotel Metropole, Leeds, on Tues, 
evening. Dr. 8. Brodetsky, who acted as spokesman of the deputatiq 
gaid that Lord Balfour represented in a peculiarly eminent manner 
most important and fundamental characteristic of British States manshy 
namely, caution combined with progress; and if they as Jows cou!d poly 
to tho fact that the most distinguished statesman of the Conseryati, 
party gave them the Balfour Declaration, then they could honestly q 
without doubt or cavil that that represented the considered opinion of the 
British people and of the British Empire. They had had the Batisfactig 
of seeing not only the Conservative party, but also the Liberal party gy 
the Labour party associating themselves with that Declaration, and they 
felt that they had therein the document of a nation and an Empire. 

Lord Balfour's Reply. 
The Earl of Balfour said he was a Ztonistof long standing. Ho firg 
became interegted in the subject whon there was a proposal ear), in thy 
century, when he was in office, to assign certain parts of Africa 


territories that were relatively uninhabited-——uninhabited by any civiligg 


race. He cherished the idea, originally Mr, Chamberlain's, he though 
that there should be an area in which the Jews, at that time suffering 
feom very cruel and brutal persecution in many parts of Europo, might firg 
a refuge, and might carry out in peace, under the «gis of the Mritish fy 
their own ideas of a polity. “That seemed very piausible to me at th 
time,” said his Lordship, “ but I was soon convinced, from conversations! 
had with a friend now of long standjng, Dr. Weizmann, that if you were, 
carry out the ideas of the Jews it would be impossible to do it oxcept 
the historic land of the Jews, that that land was so intimately inte 
twinod with their history, thoir tradition, all their most sacred memorig 
and their most cherished hopes, that it would be a rather lamentahk 
experiment to try to do what I and others had thought of, ani wha 
I believe had been thought of by some Jews in South Amozica. | think 
a very wealthy and eminent Jew had an idea ‘of a great sett!cment b 
Argentina. I don’t know how that succeeded, but ever since those con 
versations with Dr. Weizmann I have been myself a Zionist. Naturally 
therefore, when the war came, and when the results cf the war seemed 
to indicate that the destiny of Palestine would bs in the hands of the 
Allies, t was not the least forward among those who were anxious to see 
it made a home for the Jews. 


The Experiment Succeeding. 

“The Balfour Declaration embodies, however importectiy, that 
aspiration, and to the Balfour Declaration-—-I need hardly say not because 
it was called after me, but for more important reasons! have always 
been steadfastly faithful. My belief is that no important party, no 
important nation, really desires to see any reversal of that policy, so long 
ot all events, as that policy can show itis bearing good fruit for the Jews 
and for the world. As far asl am able to judge—I have no access noww 
minute or confidential information—but so far as I can understani now 
this very bold and difficult experiment is succeeding. I believe that those 
who now go to Palestine—I have some hope that I may have an oppo 
tunity of doing so—bring back reports to me indicating that while the 
Movement necessarily soffers—as all movements in their beginnin; 
from difficulties, some of them expected, some of them unexpecte |, thos 
difficulties are being gradually surmounted, and that the prospects of 
this greatand novel experiment should realigfgive hope to all those whe 
as I am, are deoply concerned in the effort which is being mad< 


A Great Popular Movement. 


“ There are some who think that Zionism is merely a product of afer 
Jewish enthusiasts, supported by afew Jewish multi-millionaires. There 
cannot be a more profound delusion. I hope there are multi-mi!)ionaires 
in the Jewish race, 1am sure there are those who are favoural'e to the 
Movement, but the real support of the Movement does nol come 
from the rich Jews, but from the poor Jows. It is their ideal, {tt 
their hope, and they are prepared, out of no very grea 
resources, to do what they individually can to help this 
Movement; and it is from them, and through channels whict 
they have digged, as it were, that the stream of their benevolence 
Teaches Palestine itself, Without their assistance it is quite cviient the 
Movement would be impossible.

We must all cometo 
their ald because they are sacrificing themselves for the soul and 
honour of the entire Jewish people) We must show proof that we 
are a people still possessed of enough will and Iife-force to create 
something great which will serve asa unifying centre and support for 
our posterity. Whatthe Temple meant for our ancestors, Palestine 
shall mean for us and our descendents. I have often observed that 
when a Jew feols all that deeply, he offers his strength gladly in the 
service of the cause. May you succeed in awakening those who are 
asleep and in kindling to greater enthusiasm those who are awake |

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 
CCLXIX.—“The Wandering Jew.” 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


Having to spend an evening in town recently, I resolved to pay a 
visit to the theatre. On looking down the list of plays, my eye caught 
“The Wandering Jew” and Matheson Lang. I was decided at once, and 
to The Wandering Jew” I went. 

The title of Mr. Temple Thurston's play set my mind thinking on 
that ancient mediaeval legend which was current in Europe for so long. 
| wondered, as I surveyed the audience in the theatre, whether any of 
cbem were acquainted with this curious story, and I could not help feeling 
that the programme might have furnished a brief resumé of the myth 
upon which the play is founded. It is impossible to say when the myth 
arose. The first literary record appeared in the pages of the English 
»ediaeval chronicler, Matthew Paris, who took the story from an earlier 

_chronicler, Richard of Wendover. These two writers report that at some 
opnamed date an Armenian Archbishop visited the monks of St. Alban's, 
who questioned the holy man as to whether he knew Joseph of Arimathea. 
The Archbishop replied in the affirmative, assuring the monks that he 
nad actually met him in the flesh. His original name was Cartaphilus, 
but he had become a Christian, leading a saintly life, and had taken the 
oarae Joseph. According to the Archbishop, while Jesus was carrying his 
cross, Joseph urged him to go on quickly. Whereupon Jesus 
replied , “I go on; but thou sbalt wait till[I come again.” 
Joseph is still waiting, the Archbishop reported. As soon as he 
reaches the age ofa hundred he is miraculously restored to the age of 
thirt 

tt would appear that while this legend was generally current in the 
\Viddle Ages, it enjoyed no great popularity until about the beginning of 
‘he seventeenth century, when a German chapbook gave it fresh currency 
and served to increase its hold on the popular imagination. In this version 
the story was more detailed and circumstantial. The anonymous writer 
of the chapbook relates that when Jesus was bearing his cross to Calvary, 
ne passed the house of a cobbler, Ahasuerus by name, who bad been one 
of the rabble to shout, “Crucify him.” Sinking beneath -his burden, 
‘esus stopped to rest on the threshold of the cobbler, but was driven 
\way with the words, “Go where thou belongest.”. Thereupon Jesus 

aved sternly at Abasuerus and saii to him, “I will stand here and rest, 
put thou shalt go on till the last day.” ‘Since then, this particular Jew 
as been roaming restlessly over the face of the earth. 
known as Abasuosrus, at other times “as Bottadio or Battadios or 
Sedeus. Mr. Temple Thurston calls him Matathias, though he also uses 
the name of Battadios, | 

Oa this foundation the ina is bullt up. The legend has been the 
subject of many poems, novels and dramas, and students of literature 
will remember in particular Eagene Sue’s “Juif Errant,” published in 
istt. Mr. Temple Thurston's effort is certainly interesting, but some- 
how one has the feeling that it does not possess the qualities of first-rate 


literatare. Needless to say, Mr. Thurston has snuffased his drama with. 


that everlasting theme so popular with theatre-goers——love. 

This is already manifest in the first phase of the play, in which the 
story of the citizen of Jerusalem urging Jesus to quicken his pace is 
related partly by an eye-witness and partly by the hero himself. In the 
second phase we are introduced to the Wandering Jew in the midst of his 
wanderings. He is an unknown knight who, though he may strike down 
ail comers against him in tournament, is yet unable to enjoy the love of 

women to the uttermost. Mr. Thurston has cleverly worked in this theme 
in his version; it would appear that for the wanderer love turns into 
ad Sea fruit. So it is likewise in the third phase, where the Matathias 
f old becomes Matteo Bottadio, a merchant in Palermo; and in the 
fourth phase, where he is a distinguished physician ia the city of Seville 
io the days when the Inquisition raged in the sunny land of Spain. 

Throughout the play Mr. Matheson Lang manages to convey cleverly 
the sense of tiredness which is upon bim. He longs for death above all 
things, but death is beyond his grasp. When the Inquisition gets him 
iato its power and he faces the tribunal, aimitting that he isa Jew, the 
threat of death which is hurled at him by the Iaquisitor-General is a 
welcome fate, like water toa thirsty man. The play ends showing the 
Jew burned at the stake. 

But though Mr. Temple Thurston concludes ‘the career of the 
Wandering Jew in “Spain in the Middle Ages,” it should be noted that 
the German chapbook which really lent popularity to the tale, bears date 
1602 Moreover, reports are on record which testify that the Wandering 
Jew appeared to eyewitcesses who vouched for the fact,in Hamburg in 
1547, in Spain ip 1575, in Vienna in 1599, even in Newcastle in 1790; and 
the latest record comes, as may be expected, from the United States 
where in the year 1868 the Wandering Jew is said to have appeared to, of 
all people in the world,a Mormon! Already one is given an inkling of 
the value of this testimony. The Catholic Church utilised the legend in 
order to provide an eyewitness for the Crucifixion. But it is hardly 
necessary to add that the figure is wholly imaginary, and that there 
is no credible historical evidence for it. Moreover, the application of 
commonsense to the story at once puts it into its properlight. It may be 
that it is merely one expression of the curious legends of immorta! 
beings—of Elijah, of King Arthur, of Barbarossa, of Rip Van Winkle. 
Like all these immortal figures, that of the Wandering Jew, whose picture 
adorns all the hoardings in London, is but the embodiment of a poetic fancy. 

Despite the melodramatic touches, Mr. Temple Thurston's play is 
interesting enough. There was nothing very Jewish about Mr. Matheson 
Lang, and one might well have done without the vulgar characterisation, 
in the third phase, of two Jews holding a conversation, with their 
“Ol, Ol!" and the exaggerated movements of their hands. The passage 


hardly tended to raise the tone of the performance bere. 
The audience appeared to bave enjoyed the play. Did any of them

recall, I wonder, that if there be no Wandering Jew of the legend, the 


_ legendary character may yet be taken of a type of the wandering Jewish 


race? Tribe of the wandering foot and weary breast, the Jew still 


Wanders, as he began to wander when his history opened. To-day all 


doors are shut in his face, for this is the age when migrations are not 
desired. Time was when the statue of Liberty in New York harbour was 


‘& symbol of hopeful augury to the new migrant tothe United States. But, 


while’the statue still stands, the ancient spirit has fled, and the great 
country of the North American continent, which during the last hundred 
years owes her growth and also, as some people hold, her prosperity 
to migrants, desires no more wanderers within her borders, and least 
of allthe Jews. A new doctrine of race has put fear into the hearts of 
the masses in the United States, the doctrine of Nordic, Alpine, and 
Mediterranean races, which possesses as much reality as the story of the 
Wandering Jewitself. In ourown country, likewise, the spirit of kindness 
and consideration upon which religion lays so much stress has been replaced 
by the spirit of narrow commercialism, born of economic interest. Even 
in Palestine, where at least the Jewish wanderer might be expected to 


. flad rest, he meets with difficulties and distresses. 


It may be that the spirit of the age which dislikes wanderers will 
force the Jew to remain in the land of his sojourning, no matter how evil 
the conditions there may be—whether it be in Soviet Russia, where his 


_ Soul is persecuted, or in Hungary or Rumania, where his body is afflicted. 


Perhaps the days of the Wandering Jew are numbered. He may have 
to cease wandering. And then? Some believe he will assimilate and be 
lost, and as the years are added each to each, outside of Palestine the 
Jew himself may become a legend. 

As I left the theatre I observed a fair sprinkling of Jews in the crowd 
emerging from its doors. What did they think of the play ? Wpat did 
they feel about the Wandering Jew?

Sin,-—_The great interest caused by the recent activities of the League 
of Nations, in particular by the document which is known as the Geneva 
Protocol, impels me to draw the attention of your readers to some of the 
recent publications of the League of Nations Union. 

Mr. Wilson Harris has written one booklet on the work of the Fifth 
Assembly entitled “ Geneva 1924,” giving a full account of the important 


work done tn September, and a second g'ving a more specialised account 


of the Protocol in its relation to the Covenant of the League. 

Sir Frederick Pollock, the author of many standard legal works, has 
also written an authoritative pamphlet for the Union on the Protocol. 

No student of international! affairs can fail to grasp the principles of 
the Protocol after reading these three booklets. 

Other recent publications of more general interest are: “Human 
Welfare and the League”; “ Four Years’ Work of the International Labour 
Organisation"; “Humanitarian Activities of the League”; “The League 
of Nations, What it is and What it does.”

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Jewish Folk-lore. 
INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE ” 
WITH 


Dr. IMMANUEL OLSVANGER. 


R. OLSVANGER, who is at present in England, is a native 
of Russia, and originally intended to make a career in 
medicine, but later turned his ‘attention to philology. 
During the war he settled in Switzerland, and was for 

some time director of the Jewish Press Bureau in Berne. While in 
Switzerland he made a remarkable collection of Jewish folk-tales 
which was published in Yiddish 
under the auspices of the Swiss 
Folk-Lore Society, with the 
title Roszinkes un’ Mandeln” 
(“Almonds and Raisins’’). This 
work has attained wide popu- 
larity as the most complete 
anthology of Jewish anec, 
dotes yet published. More 


resided in South Africa, He is 


the fact that he draws copiously 
upon his great store of amusing 
anesdote in his speeches, he has 
the power of touching the 
hearts, as well as the risible 
faculties, of his hearers. Toa 
representative of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, Dr, Olsvanger, in 
the course of an interview, had 
some interesting things to say 
concerning Jewish folklore. 
| Collecting Jewish Folk-lore. 

“ Jewish folk-lore,” said. Dr. Olavanger, ‘is very rich in material, butit 
is very poor as far as scientific research of this material is concerned. 
We have the collection of Jewish proverbs by Ignaz Bernstein and a 
collection of songs by Ginsburg and Marek. 5. Niger publishes a special 
journal of Jewish folk-lore in Vilma, and there are the periggical 
MITTEILUNGEN, edited; by Rabbi Dr. Max Griinowald. Mention should 
be made of the important collection of Jewish folk-music by Idelsohn, 
and there is a collection of Jewish jokes by Kavnitzky besides my own 
anthology. There is a vast field of unexplored ground still awaiting the 
student. [am specially interested in the Jewish folk-lore of Alsace, and 
that of Lenguau and Endingep, which are the oldest Jewish communities 
in Switzerland. I have already collected a few of their- proverbs and 
‘songs. They bave a special Yiddish dialect of their own which differs 
very inuch from the Swiss-German and the Russian dialect. In Alsace, 
too, there is a special variety of Yiddish. I hope, in the near future, to 
publish a work on Alsatian Jewish folk-lore. 

international Folk-lore. 

“The material collected so far is too poor to enable one ta draw 
any definite conclusions as to the originality of pwish folk-lore. We 
meet, in an extraordinary number of cases, with identical stories. 
customs, and beliefs. among the Jewgeand other nations, and it is 
impossible to determine who influenced whom. One line of research 
would be to establish the originality of the available material. 
Stories that are given as typically Jewish are met with in Japanese 
folk-lore as well as in that of ancient India. This establishes the 
antiquity but not the source of the stories. Many Jewish stories 
may have passed to Japan during the Russo-Japanese War. The 
only tales that can be definitely assigned Jewish originality are those 
which involve a play upon Hebrew words for their point. I may give 
one example. A Jew in South Africa was being taken to task for 
familiarity with a Zulu girl, and he: defended his conduct with a 
quotation (suitably modified), ‘Gam Zulu tova!’ I met with one striking 
example of how Jewish folk-lore beliefs and customs influence those of 
other peoples. ‘The Russiap Academy of Sciences published a collection 
of White-Russian proverbs, and included was the well-known Jewish 
saying, ‘ Purim is no festival, and fever is no The proverb in which 
the word Purim appears, strangely enough, is given in the plural form, 
Purimy. The Russians knew that the word was a plural form. The whole 


proverb was borrowed from the Jews, and was in current use in 
White- Russia.

The Wandering Jew. 

“The Jew in bis migrations bas carried bis folk tales with him from 
land to land, but he bas also absorbed material from the peoples among 
whom he bas dwelt. I even met Jewish Midrashic tales among the 
Kaeffirs in South Africa. One Kaffir told me how his tribe came to adore 
God, after having worshipped the sun and other heavenly bodies, and 
recounted the very account of Abrabam’s conversion from idolatry found 
in the Aggadah.” 

“Religion and Folk-Lore. 

How far has Judaism influenced Jewish folk-lore? our representative 
asked. 

“I think the question should be reversed,” Dr. Olsvanger replied. 
“The Jewish religion has been very much influenced by folk-beliefs. | 
cannot see that Judaism has ever tried to suppress superstitious beliefs. 
Take the use of amulets. They have been not only tolerated but 
encouraged in certain parts, Another example is the custom of blowing 
the Shofar at child-birth. This is not religion but folk-superstition, and 
religion has always sanctioned it. These things have, it may be conceded,

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Providence and Israel. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


‘And the Lord was with Joseph, and the man prospered.’ — 
Genesis 2. - 


We shall presently be reading about Joseph in slavery, and an account 


* 


of the events which led to his promotion. It is impossible to rise trom 


a perusal of this narrative without being inspired by the conviction that 
there is a divine Providence which shapes the destinies of mankind: 
God who superintends all that passes on this earth, and whose hand turns 
all the wheels of the complex machinery of human affairs. One of the chic 
differences between Biblical and secular history consists in that, whercas 
secular historians describe events as they transpire without reference 
to their Providential aspect, the Scriptural historians are constantly 
acknowledging the Divine superintendence of mundane affairs. If we 
bad to put the language of these Scriptural verses pto modern parlance. 
we should say: Now. Joseph prospered in the service of his Egyptian 


‘master. And Joseph's master became so favourably impressed with the 


administrative capacity of his servant, that he appointed Joseph his high 
steward, and Joseph succeeded in all that he did at home. But the Bible 
sees things from a ‘higher level than that of mere human exertion: it 
penétrates to the ultimate cause of all this success, and says: “ Now the 
Lord was with Joseph, and his master saw that the Lord was with him. 
and all that he did the Lord prospered in his hand. And the Lord bjessed 
the house of the Egyptian for Joseph's sake, and the blessing of the [ord 
was over all that he did at home and abroad.” pans | 
The history of Joseph teaches us that the lot of man is not subject to 
blind chance. There is a superior Intelligence which controls the events 
that chequer life. Whatman calls chance is in truth design, and what he 
terms accident is purpose. Fora time we may see innocence oppressed, 
and tyranny prevail; the good suffer and the bad prosper; but wait til! 
the design of Providence is unravelled, and the present state of disorder | 
will assume’ a different aspect. Imagine an infant child to open 
its eyes for the first time on this world in the present (dreary 
season of winter, and suppose, further, that this childis endowed with the 
intelligence of manhood. What a cheerless inhospitable world be would 


deem it to be. He would hardly imagine it possible that in a few short 


months this scene of desolation would be changed into an earth!y para. 
dise. Well, there {s a winter and a summer in human affairs, and the 
same Deity presides over both. But because short-sighted man can on!) 
see disconnected parts, and not the whole plan of things, he exclaims 
“How doth God know, and the Most High have knowledg:’” How 
different does the plan of Providence appear to us, according as we view 
each separate event in the Patriarch’s life, or take in his whole carver a! 
one glance! To-morrow’s Portion of the Law comprises one long |ist 0! 
misgortunes and invjaries of which Joseph is the hapless victim. An» 
innocent lad is torn away from his aged parent who dotes on him. soll . 
as a slave in a distant country. Here he finds a kind master whose 
confidence he has only just acquired, when he is thnown into 
prison on a false charge. Even in prison his superiority asserts 
itself, but a State prisoner whose liberation he predicts forgets 
the kindness Joseph has shown him, and he is left to languish 
But*let us read on 
further, and see how the humble slave is promoted at one bound to the 
highest office in Pgaraoh’s kingdom, and becomes the deliverer of a whole 
pation. Then we perceive that each event is but a separate link in the 
chain of history. His being torn away from. his father, and sold into 
slavery, his imprisonment, the offences committed by Pharaoh’s officers. 
his interpretation of thelr dreams, and, flually, his interpretation of the 
troubled monarch’'s dream, are a} parts of the same train of circumstances. 
And now that the series of efents is completed, the workmanship o' the 
chain elicits our highest adimiration. 
The whole history of Joseph is itself only one link ia a long chain of 
eyents which, commencing some thousands of years ago, is itself not ye! 
anything like finished. If the scheme of Providence is to be traced in the 
history of one of the founders of our nation, how much more clear it must 
appear from the whole history of the Jews. We see a purpose running 
through that history, and are forced to the conclusion that there | 
a special Providence which rules the destinies of Israel. Even the 
sceptic cannot get away from the fact that, despite all we have passe 
through, here we are to-day, as numerous, as vigorous, as great '0 
every respect, as we ever were. We Jews say it is Providence who 
has preserved us, philosophers say it is the survival of the fittest. as | 
what you will, the survival of Israel is a problem whose explanat) 
almost bafilies human ingenuity. The characteristic feature of our naturs! 
history bas been success —not uninterrupted success, bat a success wh!c) 
has been the outcome of oppression patiently endured, dangers brave 
met, and diMficulties overcome with perseverance. The history of Jaco” 
and of Joseph, leaving their parents’ home and commencing life wi! 
every disadvantage in a strange country, friendless and penniless, 00 
yet by their remarkable endurance of hardship rising from a state »' 
abject poverty to the highest eminence—this is the wonderful history «' 
three-fourths of our race.

The 
specifically J ewish questions did not come before the Assembly, but were 
dealt with very largely in private conversations and negotiations with the 
secretariat and the Delegations of the Governments concerned. This 
was in accordance with the policy of the Joint Foreiga Committee, which 
invariably seeks to settle these questions by friendly understandings, 
preferentially during the sittings of the Assembly. when the atmosphere 
is peculiarly favourable to such transactions. 


Discussing the demand that has been made for the extension of the 


Minorities Treaties system to all the State members of the League, 
Mr. Wolf says that the Treaties were never intended to formulate 
a universal Right of Minorities as a principle of National Law, 
but only to deal with certain emergencies that had arisen in con- 
nection with the territorial changes brought about by the 
Treaties of Peace. The danger of a change in the system is that 
if an International Convention applicable to all States were ye erg 
‘+ would have to be uniform, and the Treaties themselve 
attenuated by the disappearance of the special provisions relating to the 
needs of the Minorities in Eastern Europe. | 

An account (most of which has sivenatiheun published in the JEWIsH 
CHRONICLE), is given of Mr. Wolf's activities in connection with the 
Compulsory Bunday Closing Law in Salonika. Appeals to the British 
Government and the Council of ‘the League bore no fruit; but, 
through the instrumentality of Mr. Henry Morgenthau, a_ series 
of friendly conversations with the leading members of the 
Greek Delegation was arranged. At the request of two of the 
«embers Mr. Wolf prepared two Memoranda, which they agree 
to submit to their Government in Athens, one explaining how th 
uestion of Sunday rest is dealt with in England, and the other setting 
forth the minimum requirements of the Jews of Salonika. The upshot 
of the negotiations was that he received assurances that the Greek 
Government realised that the existing Sunday Rest Actcould nct rema! 
asjt was, and that with a view to satisfying the legitimate requireme 
of the ‘Jews of Salonika, an Amending Bill would be introduced into the 
Greek Chamber.

Talmudic Influence. 
“ As to the influence of the Talmud on Jewish .folk-lore I should like 
just to say this. I was reproached by some German critics of my 


‘Almonds and Raisins,’ which was a collection of the folk-lore of East: 


European Jews, for including Talmudic tales of R. Bar-Bar-Chana. They 
said that the Talmud is the common treasure of all Jewry. That is so, 
but the inclusion was justified because the Bar-Bar-Chana stories circu. 


ate among the East European Jews as living material, not merely as 
objects of study, whereas in Western Jewry they are forgotten. The 


study of the Talmud certainly kept alive the folk-lore contained therein, 


but how far it influenced the creation of new folk-lore material it is 


dificult to say. » 
Linguistic Folk,lore. 


“There is a branch of Jewish folk-lore which I consider of great 


‘oterest, and that is the'way Jews speak the language of the country in 
which they dwell, and the words they borrow and import into their 
‘Yiddish, as well as the gender they: assign to those words. Take the 
word ‘ meeting.’ The Jew says ‘der meeting,’ the Germans in Africa say 
‘die meeting,’ whereas the correct German would be * das meeting.’ Why 
do the Jews say ‘der constitution?’

% said ‘before that there is no typical Jewish story, but what is 
typically Jewish is the telling of it. Every joke endsin a climax. The 
Jew will introduce one or two pseudo-climaxes, and gets a laugh for what 
the listeners conceive to be the real point of the story, and then, as if he 
enjoys making afool of them, he goes on to the real point. Let me give 
you a very fine example of this trait. The Jews of a certain town were 
very perturbed because they had been summoned to send a representa. 
tive to a public disputation with an arrogant priest proud of his 
Hebrew learning, one of the conditions of the contest being that 
whoever could nof answer the other's question should have his 
head struck off, The only adequate delegate was obviously the Rabbi® 
but he was so beloved that the community were reluctant to subject him 
to any risk. Long they debated the question in the synagogue, and the 
local Jewish Carrier, returning from bis rounds late at night, was surprised 
to see the synagogue lit up. He wentin and enquired the cause of the 
discussion. On being informed, he at once volunteered to represent the 
community. They laughed, but he persisted, and finally he was allowed 
to undertake the mission. Lots were drawn as to who e#hould ask the 
first question, and the carrier won. The executioner was ready with 
drawn sword. ‘Tell me,’ be asked the priest, ‘what is the meaning of 
the words YT "37N? The [priest at once rightly translated ‘I don't 
know.’ The sword flashed, and his head was struck off. Here the story 
would normally end, but the Jew has bis super-point. The cae 
was escorted back to the synagogue in triumph. He was asked how \he 
hit upon such a clever question. ‘Clever?’ heexclaimed. ‘I once heard 
a boy in the class ask the Rabbi the same question, and be said / don’t 
know. Well, if the Rabbi didn’t know, | was sure the galach wouldn't! '

upon these assurances, owing to.a change of Government which took place 
in Athens early in October. The Joint Foreign Committee has, however, 
been informed by the new Government that it adheres to thy views of 
its predecessors. 

The attention of the League of Nations was called to the question of 
the Hungarian Numerus Clausus Law as long as four years ago, since 
when attempts to arrive at a friendly understanding with the Hungarian 
Government have led to no practical result. Last August the Joint 
Foreign Committee, being advised by counsel that the law constituted an: 
infraction of the Treaty of Trianon, resolved to ask the Council to submit 
the question to the Permanent Court of International Justice. Further 
correspondence with the Hungarian Government has achieved no very 
tangible benefit, but has had the gratifying effect of transferring the 
controversy to a more friendly footing. 


The new Rumanian Nationality Law has been the subject of friendly 


- negotiations with the Rumanian delegates, and eventually a satisfactory 


agreement was arrived at. A report on the Law by the Joint Foreign 
Committee was forwarded to the Rumanian Government, through Mr. 
Titulescu, the Rumanian Minister in London. Mr. Duca, the Mivist@r for 
Foreign Affairs, had a conversation on the subject with Mr. Wolf at 
Geneva, and Mr. Duca promised that a Commission should be set up to 
enquire into the operation of the Law, and to remedy any bona fide 
grievances in connection with it. 

A precisely similar difficulty has arisen in Poland, but no action was 
taken in regard to it, because no appeai was made to the Joint Fordign 
Committee for its assistance, and also because there seemed to be a fair 
prospect of the Jewish fraction in the Polish Diet being dble to secure a 
modification of the Law. Count Skrzynski, the Polish Foreign Minister, 
has promised Mr. Wolf tore-examine the question. Nothing further has 
happened, but the question will not be allowed to drop. 

In connection with the proposed reform of thé calendar, Mr. Wolf 
has pointed out to Mr. Robert Haas, Secretary of the Commission. 
appointed by the League to consider the matter, that the omission to 
appoint a Jewish delegate to the Commission is greatly resented. The — 
Commission will probably be summoned to meet early next year, but it 
has been arranged that before this takes place, a meeting of the Advisory 
and Technical Committee will be held at which the co-optation of Jewish 
delegates will be considered. 


Jewish Colonisation in Russia. 
Zionists’ Fantastic Visions.” 

The Minister of Agriculture for White Russia, Mr. Pristshepoff, 
speaking at the Conference of Jewish Peasants, which is being held in 
Minsk, explained that because of the great scarcity of suitable land in 
White Russia the problem of Jewish land settlement was a most difisult 
one there. To sati the needs of the Jews who have applied for grants 
of land, more than 30,000in number, it would be necessary for the Govern- - 
ment to have for disposal 31,600 dessiafins (about 85,000 acres), whereas 
the Republic of White Russia bas available no more than 2,500 dessiatins 
of good arable land and 1,500 dessiatins of seml-arable land which it 
would be possible to allocate for Jewish land settlement. All further 
grants of land must first be made possible by means of reclamation of the 
swamps, which requires a great deal of money and a great deal of work. 
In so far, however, as the funds allow, the Government will undertake 
the work of reclamation, and it hopes it will be able to increase the 
amount of land available for Jewish settlers this year to 10,000 dessialins. 

The Conference which represents 20,000 Jewish peasants cultivating 
land in White Russta, has adopted a formal resolution “rejecting the 
efforts of the Zioaists to distract the attention of the Jewish peasantry 
and the Jews who intend to take up agricultural work in the Soviet. 
countries, from doing agricultural work in Soviet Russia by dangling 


- before them a fantastic vision of prospects in Palestine. 


An agreement between the Government of the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics and the Agricultural Colonisation Department of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, regulating the Committee's activity in the 
settlement of Jews on the land in Soviet Russia, has been signed at 
Moscow, with the additional signature of the Central Ministry of Agri- 
culture of the Soviet Republic. The agreement gives the Committee 
complete independence in its work and exclusive contro! of all sums 
brought by it into Russia and invested for the colonisation of the Jews in 
Russia. A report of its activities is to be submitted periodically to the 
Soviet Government. The Committee is. obliged to spend not less than 
400,000 dollars during its first year of work, and all members of its 
personnel will epjoy the rights and privileges of State employees. 


The Central Executive Committee of the Armenian Soviet Govern- 
ment has issued a decree stating that Jews wishing to settle on the land 
to take up agriculture, are to be provided with land fot the purpose 
sufficient to meet their requirements. 

Dr. Joseph Rosen, Director of the Joint Distribution Committee's 
activities in Soviet Russia, has left Moscow for Berlin. After his return 
from the German capital. Dr. Rosen will proceed for a short visit to 
Palestine to inspect the Jewish agricultural colonies and advise on the 
development of agricultural colonisation in the country.

Two Death Sentences. 


[From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST. 


"Phe trial of the anti-Semitic bomb-throwers in Budapest has ended 
in a verdict against all the prisoners. Marffy and Murossy were sentenced 
to be hanged, one accused was sent to penal servitude for ten years, two 
to terms of six years, and one to five years. Marffy laughed aloud when 
he heard his sentence. ‘The other prisoners received the verdict calmly. 
Although only authorised persons were allowed to enter the Court, the 
place was crowded. Police on*foot and horse surrounded the Court and 
kept order, in view of the threats of the Awakening Magyars to avenge 
the fate of the prisoners. 

The prisoners are lodging an appeal against the verdict. The new 
trial will probably be held in April. 


Concession to Jews in Poland. 
Anti:Semitic Minister of Education Resigns. * 
[From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 

The Sejm has passed in the second Reading of the Bill providing for 
the abolition of the double tax for the cure of ailing Jews in Polish 
hospitals: According to the old law of Poland, Jews were required to 
pay the usual tax towards the upkeep of the Hospitals. At the same 
time, however, t#e Jewish community had to pay separately for every 
Jewish patient admitted to a Hospital. The new Bill does not, however, 
abolish the old debts incurred by the Jewish communities in respect of 
Jewish Hospital patients, although the Jewish spokesmen, Deputies 
Shipper, Prilutzky, and Insler, pleaded for a clean slate in settling an old 
Jewish grievance. 

The anti-Semitic Minister of Education, Professor Miklaschewsky, 
has resigned in consequence of a second vote of “no confidence” in him 
carried in the Sejm. Although the Premier had announced that, should 
such a vote be passed, the entire Cabinet would resign, he fas now 
offered the portfolio of education to the former Liberal Premier, Professor 
Ponikowsky. 

For the third time the hearing has been opened of the libel action 
brought in 1920 by Deputy Griinbaum against the editors of three Warsaw 
daily newspapers, the Gazeta Warszawska, the Rsesz Pospolita, and the 
Rozwoj, which in that year published a report alleging that Veputy 
Griinbaum, then in Paris attending a meeting of the Committee of Jewish 
Delogations, was participating in a Jewish conference in London at which 
‘he had delivered a speech attacking Poland, and that the meeting had, on 
his initiative, adopted an anti-Polish resolution. : 

On two previous occasions when the hearing was opened it was 
adjourned because the witnesses called by Deputy Griiubaum were unable 
to attend to givetheirevidence. Among the witnesses are Sir Alfred Mond, 
Sir Stuart Samuel, Mr. Charles Sebag-Montefiore, Mr. Nahum Sokolow, 
Mr. Leo Motzkin, and Dr. Joghelman, The witnesses again not being 1n 
attendance, the Court d d not to adjourn the hearing any more, and 
proposed that the parties should come to an agreement out of Court. 

Deputy Grinbaum replied that he was willing to come to an arrange- 
ment on condition that the three newspapers published a statement with- 
drawing the allegation made against him. This the editors refused to do. 

Judgment was to be delivered on Tuesday.—J.T.A.

LECTURE BY DR. A. HAROLD LEVY. | 


Dr. A. HAROLD LEVY, F.R.C.S., lectared on “ The Sight : with special 
_ peference to Jewish tendencies,’’ to the West End Literary Society, at 


the Vestry Koom of the New West End Synagogue, last Sunday. Dr. — 


M. D. EDER presided. | 
Dr. LEVY opened by quoting the text, * Your God will come and help 


you; then the eyes of the blind shall be opened.” That, he said, had 


been interpreted in the Midrash to mean that when the Lord healed the 
troubles of the world, He would first solace the blind. The eye was 
mentioned in the Bible many hundreds of times, both as an organ of 
vision and as a simile. The Jewish population, when in Egypt, 
had suffered from trachoma, even as the inbabitants of that 
country did to-day. The modern Western world could not picture 
a state in which ninety per cent. of the people suffered from 
eye-trouble and ten per cent. were blind; yet that was the 
case even to-day in many parts of the werld. Many eye-diseases were 


mentioned in the Bible. but the diagnoses were merely empirical, and it. 


was not clear what was then the philosophical concept of disease. They 
possessed no ancient Jewish medica! literature. The Bible and the 
Talmud were for the most part legal and historical documents, and 
referred to disease only when it was in some way connected with law or 
religion. Mention of public health occurred only very occasionally and 


casually, but there were certain instances in the Talmud, in which there: 


was a saying that the hand that touched the eye without being washed 
deserved to be lopped off. In ancient Egypt the science of ophthalmology 
had been confined to the priests, but this was not the case among the 
Jews, where there had been lay physicians, doubtless in Bible times and 
certainly in Talmud times. The first organised knowledge of optics bad 
arisen among the Greeks. As far as could be ascertained, there 
bad been no original Jewish work on ophthalmology until modern 
times, but medieval Europe owed much of its knowledge in this 
respect to Jews who translated Arabic works on the subject into 
Latin, and there had been eminent Jewish physicians practising in 
Italy in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries. In 1500, thirty-eight 
Jews had been burnt alive in Berlin, the only one spared being an 
ophthalmic physician, whose services were claimed by the Grey Monks. 
Not many Jews had been among the modern innovators in the science, but 
a notable one was Julius Herschberg, the doyen of Jewish ophthalmic 
surgeons, who was still living. The essential percipient element in the 
eve was the retina, a film ,;‘,th of an inch thick, which was really an 
outlying piece of the brain. In considering 
DISEASES TO WHICH JEWS WERE PECULIARLY PRONE, 

—~“it was important to differentiate between racial characteristics 
and the results of environment. Ino this country and in America, 
diabetes was regarded as an almost purely Jewish disease, but it was 
probably the result of a mode of living. Trachoma here was also 
considered essentially Jewish; but in Central Europe the incidence 
among Jews was less than among other peoples. It was therefore 
probably not racial in origin. The incidence of diseases among Jews was 
largely unknown, because of the lack of reliable statistics. Recently an 
erganisation had been founded, stimulated by the “0O.Z.E.," which had 
the gathering of such statistics as one of its objects, but it was seriously 
hampered by lack of fands. They needed an institution where disease 
as it affected Jews and the reactions of Jews to disease and its remedies 
could be studied. The Jewish Hospital formed the nucleus of auch an 
institution, butit, too, was handicapped by lack of means. The under 
standing of the special pathological peculiarities of the Jews was a work 
that would redound to the benefit of the whole of humanity, and he hoped 
the Jewish public would make such an undertaking possible. Cataract, 
which might be termed a disorder of senility, was more common among 
Jews than among non-Jews, although its origin was probably not racial. 
Glaucoma, a disease in which the eyeba!] became hardened and the optic 
nerve was gradually crushed, was also more much more prevalent. Its 
causation was uoknown, but it probably had a neryous origin. Other 
diseases common amonf Jews were various forms of degeneration of the 
retina, resulting in night-blindness, myopia, emerotic family. idiocy (of 
which only one non-Jewish case was on record), and progressive oblitera- 
tion of the blood-vessels, from which none but Jews had ever suffered.

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Social Club for Jewish Deaf. 
OPENING CEREMONY.

nine members. It was their great object to have a place of their own 
where the deaf could cultivate themselves and be perfectly independent 
of other people. He hoped that the club would grow and become one otf 
the best institutions in the community. stato, 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, the President, proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman. He said that many of their friends who had taken ap

at that function. Among them were the Rev. A. A. Green, Mr. Reginald 
Beddington, and Lady Lucas, Chairman of the Ladies’ Committee of the Deat 
and Dumb Home, through whose efforts those clab premises had been 
secured.

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The Anti-Alien Agitation. 


DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


In the House of Commons on Thursday of last week, Mr. F. G. Penny 
(O., Kingston-upon-Thames) asked the Home Secretary whether ho would 
introduce legislation to set up uapald boards throughout the country 
before which all alienS must appear by a given date and prove to the 
satisfaction of the district board that their residence in this country was 
not against the interests of our own countrymen, failing which proof they 

would be repatriated. 

Sir W. JOYNSON- HICKS said: I do not, as at present advised, consider 
the icg'siation suggested either necossary or desirable, but my bon. friend 
may be assured that l am giving the closest personal consideration to the 
whole alien problem. 

Mr. PENNY: If the right hon. gentleman cannot sce his way to do 
this, is it possible for him to puta poll-tax on these gentlemen? Sir W. 
JOYNSON-HICKS saidthe question should be addressed to the Chancollor 
of the Exchequer. : 

Sir HERBERT Niecp (C. Ealing) asked whether any modification had 
becn made in the regulations affecting the adinission of allens, particularly 
destitute aliens, during the last twelve months, and whether he would 


consider what further steps he could take to stem the tide of foreign 
imported labour. 


Sir W. JOYNSON-HICKS: No alteration of the kind indicated was made 


in the last twelve months. No alien is allowed to come hereto seek 
employment, and no alien can come to take up employment unless a 
permit has already been obtained from the Minister of Labour by his 
prospective employer. Such permits are not issued if British labour is 
available, and there is not, to my knowledge, any tide of foreign Imported 
labour flowing into this country. Asat present advised, I do not think 
any fresh legislation is required, though, if I think otherwise, I shall n 
hesitate to ask for ib. 

Mr LANSBURY (Lab., Bow and Bromley): Were any destitute aliens 
lanced in this country during the past twelve months ” 

Sir W. JOYNSON-HICKS: I am afraid I am bound to say that some did 
crecp in, and there is a conatant cffort on the part of the immigration 
officers to flad those who come in as stowaways and so forth, and turn 
them cut sgain. 


The Case of Mr. Soermus. 


Sir W. JOYNSON- HICKS, replying to questions by Captain W. Benn 
(L., Leith) and Me. Nets McLean (Lab., Glasgow, Govan) about 
Soermus, the Russian violinist, and Uiman, his pianist, said: Neither 
Soermus nor Ulman is being deported from this country, and no question 
arises of charging them with any offence; they are both being required 
to leave at the expiry of the period for which permission was granted 
them by my predecessor to remainin this country, viz., the 3lst of this 
month. They are being treated in the same way as any other alien who 
has been allowed to land in the United Kingdom subject toa time limit. 

In reply to supplementary questions, Sir W. JovNson-HIcks said 
these two gentlemen asked for a permit to come here, then asked for an 
extension, which they got from his predecessor, and afterwards asked for 
more extension, ~vhich was granted till the 3lstof this month. They 
were told that was final, and, in bis opinion, it ahould be final. (Cheers ) 

Mr. New. MCLEAN pressed for a statement of the grounds on which 
the Home Secretary had acted. 

Sir W. JoyNSON- Hicks: I am not prepared to state the grounds on 
which I decline to allow an alien to remain, 

Mr. MAxToNn (Lab., Glasgow, Bridgetob): Will not the Hlome Secretary 
give some consideration to the fact that Soermus has been domiciled in 
England previously, has an English wife, and children to all intents and 

rposes English, and is a great musical artist, and deserves the special 
given to people of high social status? 

Sir W. JOYNSON- HICKS: Soermus bas been once deported from this 
country, three or four years ago. Wishing to come back, he wrote a 
letter to the late Prime Minister. This was forwarded to the Home 


Secretary in the last Government, who thonght it right to limit the | 


permission of the applicant to come back to see his wifs toa certain 
period, which has since been extended, This musician has been playing 
at concerts, in apite of the undertaking he gave not to do go. (A Labour 
Member.—" Why should he not?") The object of this legislation is to 
preserve work for British peopie. I am not prepared to alter my decision. 

At the end of questions, Mr. N. McLean asked leave to move the 
adjournment of the House to discuss a question of deflaite and urgent 
public importance--vamely, the refusal of the Home Secretary to extend 
permission to Soermus and Uiman to remain in this country after 
December 3ist, 1924. 

The EPEAKER refused to accept the motion, as it was not one which 
he could submit to the House under the Standing Order. 


Naturalisations. 

Sir W JOYNSON. ICKS informed Mr. Scurr (Lab., Mile Ead) that in 
1920, 1921, 1922, and 3 there were 2,259, 1,247, 994, and 1,125 certificates 
of naturalisation granted, and in the first eleven months of 1924, 875. 
Dariag the same periods, 331, 200, 85, 120, and 115 applications were 
refused. Asked to state the number of aliens of German, Polish, and 
Ieassian nationality resident ia this country on Septomber 40th, 1921, he 
said the fizures available related to aliens who were either resident here 
or were in this couatry for more than two months and were accoriJingly 
required to register. On the date specified the aliens (both male and 
female) registered included 19.445 Germans, 6,164 Poles, and 69 240 
liussians. 

Debate on Alle s Restricticn Act. 

On Friday, Mr. Jonny Scune (Lab., Mile Ead) moved to omit from the 
scope of the Expiring Laws Continusnce Bil the Aliens Restriction 
(Amendment) Act of 1919.

Ia the 
well-known phrase, the hon. gentleman would “Jet "em all come,” and 
would let in lunatics, thieves, paupers, and peopte seeking work. He 
would like Lngland to be flooded with the whole of the alien refuse from 
Gvery country in the world. (Mr. EcuRR—“No.) That was the 
object of the amendment. It would sweep away the whole of the

A Protest from the Deputies. 


Letter by Lord Rothschild. 


The Tire of last Tuesday published the following letter from Lord 
Rothschild, on behalf of the Deputies of British Jews: 


To the Editor of the Times. 


SikR,—Oa November 27th you began the publication of a series of - 


articles dealing in the main with members of the Jewish faithin Hast 
London, and yon have commented in two leacing articles upon them. ! 


have réason to believe that the remarks which follow represent the views . 


of the majority of the members ofthe Jewish faith in this country. Thie 
view is especially voiced by the Jewish Board of Deputies as the repre- 
scntative of the Jews of the Empire, and my committee re;uested we, as 
Chairman and ice- President, to forward you this letter. 


Space does not permit us to deal fully with all the matters raised in 
_ the articles. \Ve wonld, however, venture to correct some important 

errors of fact, to repudiate some general allegations which we are satisfied 
would be found on fuller examination to be unjustified, and to protest 
against a certain attitude of thought which we would suggest is neither 
fair nor in the nationa! interest. 

Let me take the last point first: Your correspondent treats naturalised 
Jews and British-born children of aliens and of naturalised Jews, if they 
live in East London, all equally as aliens. Ie contrasts them with what 
be terms * English Jews,’ who have migrated from the East End. My 
suggestion is that every British subject, whether naturalised or British 
by birth, should have the same righta and duties, and that it is against 


the national interest to make the distinctions suggested by your 
correspondent. 


Moreover, we would without hesitation assert that naturalised Jews 
and the British-born children of foreign Jews do not fall below any other 
clase of British subjects as regards patriotism and value to the pation. 
During the war over 12,000 British Jews enlisted prior to conscription ip 
the British forces, and a total of over 50,000 served in the British forcee. 
of whom 9,000 fell in action or.were wounded and missing. Five were 
awarded the V.C., 50 the D.5.0O., 242 the M.C.; and 86 the DC... apart 
from other war afstinctions. More than half of these would be classed 
by your correspondent—although British subjects—as aliens, that is, 
they were cither themselves naturalised and not British-born or were 
the children of immigrants who came to England since }*+1. 


Now for some further facts: Your correspondent quite accurately 
points out that the Jewish immigrant since 1881 has not displaced British 
labour, and that they have introduced important and valuable trades 
hitherto only carried on abroadand in America. He does not refer, how- 
ever, to the fact that the transfer of these trades to the United Kingdom 
from abroad and their development have benefited other allied British 
trades, and directly increased the market for British. materialsa—more 


particularly since the days when high protective tariffs on the Continent 
have become the rule. 


Overcrowding is an admitted scourge all over the country, but the - 


East End districts to which your correspondent refers are by no 


means exceptiona), and, im fact, since 1890 the conditions in the 


East End have improved. Infantile mortality statistics are a fair, if 
terrible, index of housing and sanitary conditions. If the boroughe 
of London are compared, it will be found that, in spite of Stepney 
being among the poorest in London, this borough compares favour. 
ably, as regards infant mortality, with other districts in London and 
im the provinces. Only a few days ago Dr. Waldo drew attention to 
the fact that the conditions in Southwark aro infinitely worse than in the 
East End. Nor is the comparatively better position in the Borough of 
Stepney entirely due to the health campaign initiated—first of any 
organisation in London—by the Jewish Board of Guardians. By all 
Means let the searchlight be turned on to social evils, but let it not be 
tonfined to a small area in East London or members of the Jewish faith 
maly. And if we may add a word on a subject in this connection with 
which we are not unfamiliar, any danger such as suggested by your 
torrespondent of the introduction of dysentery, typhoid, and malaria by 
members of the Jewish faith into East London, if it stil! exists, is more 
Tue to those who contracted these diseases while Serving in the British 
orces Overseas than from immigrants coming in under the existing 
‘egulations. 

. Now for some figures: The total namber of aliens in Pogland and 
Wales decreased between 1911 and 1921, as shown by the Census, by 
@,442, the decrease in London being 57,586, and in Stepney 15,772. Since 
#21 the figures have been practically stationary. The number of 
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aliens 


in Stepney, according to the 192! Census, is 37,288 out of a total population 
of 250,000. The suggestion appearing both in your leading article and ip 
the article of your correspondent, that approximately three-fifths of the 
population of Stepney are aliens, gives, therefore, a figure abont four 
times too Jlarge, There is no evidence as to what proportion of these 
aliens are Jews. 

We would suggest that the test of patriotism applied by implication 
both in your leading articles and by your correspondent-—-namely, 
whether a vote was given at the last election for the Tory Party, is un. 
sound and impolitic. Even by this false test, the votes given in Last 
London at the last election do not indicato so great a bias in favour of | 
Sscialiem in this area as in, let us say, Battersea and Bermondsey, or 
other parts of London whcrethe number of members of the Jewish faith 
is influitesimal. 

We venture to.say with many years’ intimate acquaintance or the 
East End that there is no foundation for the suggestion of your corres. 
pondent that persons of thé Jowish faith in the East Ead have a lower 
moral standard or a lower standard .of cleanlinoss than persons cf the 
same class in other parts of London or other large towns. Those who 
are old enough to remember the conditions in Stepney before 1850 will 
bear out that the standard of public morals, public order, and genera) 
sanitation have not deteriorated, but have yastiy improved, stinco that 
date. That the arrangements for aftercare of school children of the 
Jewish faith should be extended and improved, that religious education 
and other moral influences should be more universal and better organised, 
many of us would be tho firattoadmit. But thatin this respect the Jewish 
community falls below their fellow cilizens we believe is untrue. Neither 
you nor your correspondent, I think, do full justice to the large number 
of boys’ clubs, old boys’ clubs, and other similar institutions, many of which 
have a creditable history of over twenty-five years’ useful work. The 
girls’ clube, of cqual if not more importance, are not mentioned by your 
corretpondent, nor is the large Jewish Friendly Society movement in 
the East End, which has, in cur humble view, a moral value even out- 
weighing its material importance. 

Only forty-three years have elapsed since the beginning of the large 
immigration of Jews and others to this country due to the terrible persecu 
tions ia Russia. We venture to asser$é that when history weighs 
up in the scales the advantages and disadvanvages to this country and the 
British Empire of the liberal and tolerant attitude, which, true to th: 
ereat British instincts, has been adopted during the 19th century towards 
the victims of persecution abroad, the record of service in peace and was 
will be found to have far outweighed any apparent drawbacis to the 
interest of the country. Nor is there any evidence, when all the facts are 
considered, that thé Jews who have come to this country from Fastern 
Europe fail to “ assimilate,” to use the term of your correspondent, or, ar 
I should prefer to term it, to absorb the best British traditions while 
retaining their religious faith. 3 

The concluding werds of your leading article of December 9th sugyest 
that there is some danger of a flood of alien immigration to this country. 
We have failed to find any justification for this suggestion, but we ulte 
agree that ail necessary precautions against such an event should be taken. 

In conclusion. we should like to add that we feel sure that both you 
and your contributor are as anxious as we are that the picture presented 
to the public should faithfally represent the facts.

In hia reply to Lord Rothschild, the author of the TiMb»ps articies 
stigmatises the letteras “largely irrelevant.” He goes on to say that he 
drew in the articles “a distinction between different groups of Jewish 
residents in East London,” which he based on the fact that, generally 
speaking. Anglicisation in its widest sense was a gradual process, and it 
was probable that in the case of a large part of the Jewish population o! 
East London, it was incomplete. Ue concludes by drawing attention to 
the fact that in his articles he “drew attention to the general] patriotisw 
of the British-born Jews of East London, and to the enlightened and 
devoted labours of the British Jews on behalf of their co-religionists there.’ 


The Home Office and Jews.* 


The agitation against aliens has been prominently before the public 
again during the past week. It is not surprising that the Times arpicles 
fostered and nourished the unworthy and, if we may be seamitaed 4p 
Say 80, the utterly un-Christian sentiments of which these will alWays 
be found a certain stockin the worse disposed of any nationa! population. 
On Thursday last, Mr, Penny, M.P., asked the Home Secretary if he 
would introduce legislation which would set up in every district unpaid 
Boards, before whom all aliens would be compelled to prove a negative. 
They were to show that “ their residence in this country was not against 
the interests of our own countrymen.” Failing this, they were to be-- 
as Mr. Penny put it—repatriated. But we prefer the more ominous 
sounding, because more correct, term, deported. 

The Home Secretary, of course, could not consider any such ridiculous 
proposal. Otherwise, it might be followed by one for setting up similar 
committees up and down the country, before which every Britisher 
wod have to go and prove that hé was not an undesirable citizen, or 
that be had not com mitted any offence by which he might so be deemed. 
it is surely an altogéther new principle in English Law for a man to be 
called upon to disprove a negative, failing which he is to suffer punisb- 
ment if arraigned. The spirit of Eaglish Law is directly contrary. 
A man is innocent until a deflaite charge is proved against him; and we 
dwell upon Mr. Penny’s paltry suggestion only to show the extent to 
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which these vory British gentlemen are always willing to adopt very un. 
Britis methods when dealing with their pet aversion. 


“Alien” Art, 


On the same day, the Home Secretary told the House that he was 
taking care that a distinguished musician shonld not remain in the 
country, because “the obj act of this (anti-alien) legislation is to preserves 
work for British people.” Was anything more ridiculous ever sald, even 
in Parliament, and éven by Sir William Joynson-Hicks? Does he really 
imagine that it is in the interests of this country that it should be dented 
the privilege of partaking of the fraits of great artistic talent, and that it 
should be bound to content itself with third or fourth-rate talent in the 
same direction, or mone at alli? Does he really think that it was inimica! 
to even the material interests of the British people to allow a Mendelssobn.- 
Bartholdy—an alien of Jewish doscent—to give concerts here, or to allow 
Patti to sing, or Hallé—a German this time—to play? This sort of 
notion is merely anti-aliebism gone etark, staring mad. 

Leave aside for the moment the artistic and educational side of the 
point. 
auch an @rtist as Soermus, or by such exponents of music as we have 
mentioned, far from taking work from the British people, actually puts 
work into their hands? No concert, no recital, can be held in this 
country without giving work directly to British working men. And this 
leaves out of consideration the indirect fostering of British work by the 
example and encouragement which a great exponent of art must induce 
in those who have the privilege of learning from it, 

\ Tub Thamping. 


As a matter of fact, we aro greatly disappointed with Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, He is a man of much ability and no small Parliamentary 
talent; and we hoped, when he undertook the onerous and responsible 
position of Secretary of State for the Home Department, that he woulda 
cast off methods and manners for which, as a private member and as a 
prominent anti-alien agitator, he was distinguished. That he has not 
done so, the debate in the House of Commons on the Expiring Laws Con. 
tinuance Bill on Friday last, goek amply to show. Mr. Scurr, the Labour 
Member for Mile End, supported by Mr. R. Davies, the Labour Member 
for the Westhoughton Division, moved, by way of an amendment, 
the cmission from the Bill of the Aliens’ Restriction Amendment Act 
of 1919, which was largely an embodiment of the legislative provisions 
that were deemed necessary in war time, and were afterwards comprised 
in the Act referred to almost entirely in consequence of conditions that 
the war, which had then just ended, had set up. Mr. Scurr gave personal 
testimony to the aliens in the Kast End, among whom he had lived al! his 
life. He told the House that he found them certainly no worse and, in 
some respecte, doubtiess better, than, class for class, the inhabitants of 
other districts, people of British nationality. To this plea the Home 
hecretary made an answer that was far better fitted to the soap-box of 
some wild park orator than to the box from which Ministers of State, who 
should be “sober and reverent” in their speech, address the House of 
Commons. 

He told the House that Mr. Scurr’s amendment would mean, so far 
ns allens were concerned, “ let ’em ali come >” and that such policy would 
in turn let in to these shores “lunatics, thieves, paupers, and people 
seeking work.” England, he said, would “be flooded with the whole of 
the alien refuse from every country in the world.” Now such language, 
such hectic exaggeration, such playing tothe groundlings; is unworthy of 
the traditions of British Statesmanship and is degrading to the office—the 
cnasi-jadicial affice be it remembered—which Sir William Joynson-Hicks 
holds. What he said was, in fact, unadulterated nonsense and mere tub 
thumpiog. Was this country flooded with the alien refase from every 
‘ country in the world, was that flood composed altogether of lunatics, 
thieves, and paupers, when the doors of England were freely open, and 
there was no restrictive legisiation? Why, the immigration of the last 
fifty or sixty years, the immigration from Eastern Europe, the immigra.- 
tion of Jews into this country (and, of course, it was mainly about them 
that everyone was speaking in the House of Cotmmons debate) the 
Times, after “studying” the question closely, comes to the conclusion, 
was at least, in by far the greater Proportion of its result, a most 
desirable addition to tho population of this country, sinceitis represented 
by British Jewry | 

ie “Keep Him Out!” 


The fallacies In which the Home Secretary indulged regarding the 
whole process of alien immigration, its cause, its effect, and indeed al) its 
incidence, show in fact that he knows really little about the question 
itself, and that he is unable to take an even moderately broad view of it. 
His mind is cramped and confined to the one parrot-like doctrine: “I 
fion’t like the —— alien, because he is almost certain to be a Jew, 
Keep him out!” Those were the precise sentiments (with only some 
words necessarily omitted) we heard recently from an open-air orator in 


London, and we make a prosent of them to the Secretary of State for the . 


Home Department, as forming as good an argument as any he advanced 
in the House of Commons the other day in justification of the narrow, 
stupid, cruel, and inhumane policy in which he appears to glory. 

Take another point in the Home Secretary's reply to Mr.Scurr. The 
Home Secretary is particularly enamoured of his powers of deportation, 
and there are those who would desire that he should so exercise them as 
to deport all the aliens in our midst. Sir William told the House that 
many of these aliens, whom those whom he called “his own friends" 
wish to see turned away from this country, came here with the permis. 
sion of the British Government of the day. Some of them bad been here 
fifteen, twenty, thirty, and forty years, They bad married British wives 
and bad British children, and he was not “proposing to exercise his 
powers harshly and to turn them out.” 


The Deportation Power. 

Well, it is satisfactory to see that the Home Secretary places a limi) 
to the infamy which his Office is capable of enacting in the name of the 
British nation, where aliens are concerned, It is, however—if we may 
80 put it—but a tenuous limit. In the case of those aliens who come into 
collision with the law, though thay may have lived hero fifteen, twonty, 
thirty, and forty years, bave married British wives and had British

children, the Home Secretary sees nothing he ought to be ashamed of in 

promising that these wonl@ bo ruthlessly deported. 1 is, however, an 
utterly shamefal state of affairs; and the Home Secretary conveniently 
forgot to tellthe House of Commons how many persons, who had lived 
here many years and were rooted domestically on British soil, the Hlome 
OMiee has, within tbe Jast few years, deported, though no crime whatsoever 
had been proved aginst them and only becruse they had been reported upon 
as undesirable by the police. 

‘We repeat that the whole cf this policy of deportation of aliens is 
utterly sbamefu!; it is infamous and wicked. Why, because a man 


happens to be born in a foreign country, shall he, by reason of a lapse of | 


conduct which brings him the same punishment as is meted out in like 

circumstances to a Britisher, have inflicted upon him the additional 

penalty of deportation, which most frequently means, if not a sentence of 

- getual death, then one involving death in life? We frequentiy hear 

animadversions upon the leading Bolshevists in Russia ; and we, all of us, 
share in the detestation of Bolshevist doctrine and Bolshevist policy. 

Making Bolshevists. 

But what, pray, more than anything else, has made these men 

Bolshevist? Nothing, surely, 80 much as the fact that for some reason or 

another (often for none), they were deported, either from the place of 


their birth and upbringing or from the home they had set up fn an alien 


land. There is the glaring instance of Trotsky. He was chased out of 
country after country as an “undesirable.” He was hounded outof every 
land with the relentlessnets with which vermin are hunted. There is no 
need even to appear to favour the doctrines Trotsky holds, or anything 
else connected with him, in order to say that, as he himself has put it, 
évery deportation order issued against him added more gall and bitterness 
to his soul, and a deeper hatred of his fellow-meu. And the same has to 
be said of practically every Bolshevist leader. 

Surely England, of all countries, should take care not to engage her- 
self in the manufacture of Bolshevists and the propagation anywhere of 
Bolshevism. There is a famous doctrine which bids us be kind and con- 
siderate to strangers, for we kuow not how we may entertain angels 
unawares, The contrary is equally true; we know not what sortof enemy 
of mankind we are moulding by national disregard of the first elements of 
humanity. The doors of England, when they were free, in numberless 
cases turned wild revolutionarigs and some of those who had been of the 


greatest danger to Europe, into well-behaved, wortby citizens, valuable 


as assets of Law and Order to the country to which they had fled. But 
sach considerations as these do not enter the head of Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks. He sees the question only as did that other un-British Britisher 
whose words we have quoted. He perceives in every alien someone he 
does not like, probably a Jew; and his whole creed ig ftummed up fn the 
words: “ Tarn him ont.” 

‘Sheer Prejudice. 


In the issue of the Times of Monday last, a leading article appeared 
which referred to the debate that had been held in the Ilouse of Commons 
on the previous Friday. It began by reference toa letter which our con- 
temporary published from the Bishop of Gloucester, deploring “the 
declining birth rate of the Enjlish stock and its effects upon the British 
Empire and the English race,” which it brought into the service of its anti- 
‘alien campaign. Our contemporary sneers at the “right of asylum,” 
which was once honoured by this country, and the recoguition of which 
was for long one of its most noble characteristics, as ,“ old-fashioned 
Liberal policy of the Victorian Age.” How it can be termed “ Liberal 
policy ” we fail to understand ; for in the Victorian Age, which our con- 
temporary thinks of so depreciatingly, it was,a precious principle with all 
Englishmen of all parties. And we would just remark that if it had not 
wo been, the Conservative Party in this country might not have ev joyed 
the inestimable advantage of a Jewish alien immigration with that wost 
brilliant product, Benjamin Disraeli, Earl of Deaconsfield. 

It is, perhaps, merely wasting time to argue the question with those 
who prefer to remain blind to the true facts of alien immigration, and 
who see its effects only through the jaundiced spectacles of sheer 
prejudice. What, for example, can be said by anyone tothe Ties when 
16 States of the aliens who arrive here, the aliens whom it denominated 
“ Alien London,” the aliens of the Jewish East End: 

Many, if not most, of them are stunted in body or in mind: all 
are impecunious, and would either come to look for work which 
might be done by British bands, or would become an additional 
burden on the relief funds provided by the British taxpayer. They 
come, in very many cases, from disease-infected quirters of Eastern 
hurope; they carry the seeds of disease in their bodies: they are 
used to and would bring with them unclean and insapitary habits of 
life; they would make already overcrowded slums and tenements 
still more crowded and wretcbed and unhealthy; they would probably 
have children at their desire, to the further deterioration of the race 

in the districts to which they would flock. .. . 
For let us recollect that, as we have shown, this very same kind of 
immigration, the same material from the same quarter, bas gone to 
produce practically entirely the Jewish community in England as it is 
to-day, the community with which the Ti ves and its Special Correepon- 
ent are so enamoured. 

Animus Against the Alien. 
The two attitudes which the Times adopts are not alone inconsistent, 
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they are mutually destructive. Anyone who knows the East Eod Jews 
knows ~—and in this matter we may as woll use plain language—that it is 
nothing short of a brazen untruth to describe them as the TIMCs does, 
We know thoy bave thoir faults and their failings. Wo know they are 
poor, and that they belong to a homeless, wandering race, We know that 
some of them have absorbed and assimilatod some of the worst qualities 
of the East European environment in which they were born, and in which 
many ¢f them lived to manhood, But they have, too, Jewish qualities, 
They have qualities and powers and potentialities of soul and mind, 
which even their assimilated qualities seldom altogether obliterate. And 
the nett result is that from almost any point of view, taken as a population, 
they are certainly not the inferiors and in many things they are actualiy 
the superiors of those non-Jews among whom they have come to dwell, 
To say, as the T!MES does, that they are of poor physique is to omit to 
mention tho persecution and the misery which were their pre-natal and 
infant pabulum and in regard to which this country, apy more than any 
other portion of civilised humanity, cannot divest itself of all responsibility. 
But it is curious that, poor physiqae, asthe TIMes declaros the m to possess, 
notwithstanding, the Insurance Companies regard them very favourably 
for the purposes of life insurance, 

It is simply not true to say that they are “indifferent to the evils of 
overcrowding,” and itia the worst form of untruth—the balf lie—to declare 
of them that they are “subject to diseases of the skin and other more 
scricus complaints.” A statement of that nature is merely prejudice 
Some of these foreign-born Jews are, to be sure, commercially dishonest 
and untruthfal. But those qualities—as the records provided by the 
columns of the TIMES constantly testify—are not the monopoly of alien 
Jews, or of Jews at all. The Jew, on tho ‘average, is too good a business 
man not to know—and we purposely put the matter upon the lowest—-that 
honesty isthe best, because it isthe most paying, policy. So we might 
run through all the nasty, unkind things which the Times on Monday 
last—as a sortof after-kick—infi'cted upon thesealiens. wasthe scrt of 
thing that, bad the TiMes been in existence in Palestine nineteen hundred 


_ ‘years ago, it would doubtless have written of the natives of Galilee who 


came into Jerusalem. There was prejadice then against the alien, and 
the teachings of the great founder of Chris'ianity have evidently not 
greatly altered or improved that failing in buman nature, from which ho 
himself so bitterly suffered and by which he died. 

Lord Rothschilds Letter. 

- On Tuesday the TiMeEs printed a long letter from Lor’ Rothschild, 
written as Vice-President cf the Deputies, which replied to the articles 
that had appeared by its Special Correspondent, as well as fo the leading 
articles which our contemporary had published. The letter confessediy 
did not deal fully with all the matters raised in the articles and. indeed, 
did not add many facts by way of repudiation to the allegations made in 
them, to those contained in our observations last week. Lor! |) sthe- 
child, however, mentions the war service which was done by 
British Jews, many of whom, of course, were children of foreiga 
Jews or themselves Jews who had been born out of England. bat 
the Times, or ite Special Correspondent, did not. impugn British 
Jews; and it will be remembered that (until late in the war, when a 
device was concocted, which was supported by many because it was 
hoped it would rid this country of a number of young Russian Jews) 
foreign-born Jews bad great difficulty in obtaining enlistment. It often 
bappened that men who presented themselves for recruiting were turned 
down by some rude military official who told them sometimes that 
foreigners were not wanted in the British Army, and sometimes that 
Jews were not needed. The history of the Judeans,. and at least one of 
the reasons for the formation of that corps, will not have passed from 
memory. 

The other point which Lord Rothechild’s letter makes is to call atten- 
tion to the number of boys’ and girls’ working clubs in the East Eod and 
to Jewish Friend!y Societies. We did not ourselves dwell upon this 
particular matter, because the TiMEs and its correspondent had given full 
acknowledgment to the work done among their fellow-Jews in the East 
End by those whom they called “British Jews.” Lord Rothschild'sietter, 
however, must undoubtedly be of great value, if only because it will treak 
down in the minds of the readers of the Times the idea which our con- 
temporary and its correspondent have tried to foster, that the aliens in 
the Last End, whom they attacked so ruthlessly, are a different class 
from the British Jew whom the TIMES and its correspondent admire #0 
profoundly, Lord Rothschild shows that he classes himself as one of 
those who are attacked because bis brethren areassailed. He shows that 
the Deputies of British Jews regard the Jews in East London as equally 
part of British Jewry as the Jews of the West End. “Every British 
subject,” he says quite ri; htly, “ whether naturalised or British by birth, 
should have the same rights and duties, and it is against the nationa! 
interest to make the distinction suggested by your correspondent.” 


The Term “Jew.” 


The implication fs undoubted that the rawest alien immigrant who 
comes to these shores is one of British Jewry, because he is ‘to a limited 
extent, perbaps, but pone the less, in fact) a British subject. This we 
have frequently shown to be really the law ofthe land. There is just 
one criticism we must venture upon the letter sent out by Lord Moth- 
echild on behalf of the Deputies. He speaks of “‘ members of the Jewish 
faith,” not once but frequently, in the course of bis communication. ‘The 
expression is as ungrammatical as it is false. But even these arenot its 
worse faults. Its employment connotes a desire on the part of Jews to 
call themselves anything bat Jewr, and to adept some absurd pseudonym 
rather than the name which should be their glory. This is by no means 
an uogesera!l habit among our people, and it is not only a sign of shame 
on the part of Jews at being Jews, and an absence of that self-conscious- 
ness and self-pride which the name of Jew should evoke, certainly in 
those entitled to it, but it is bound to give a handle to cur enemies,-who 
will discern in the practice nothing less than an admission that the Jew 
himself knows that the name he bears implies something sinister, for- 
bidding and undesirable; and that, therefore, he would fain distort and 
disguise it. There may be a question about the best definition to give ta 


the term “Jew.” But no one surely will say that “a member of th 
Jewish faith” is a tepable interpretation, 
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The Part of Jews. 

Appended to the letter from Lord Rothschild were some observa- 
tions, impertinent in both senses of the word, by the Special Corre- 
spoodent ofthe Times. Itis really not worth while answering them— 
such statements, for instance, as that which the Correspondent makes of 
ihe number of aliens who aro living in London and aro unnaturalised, 
with bis remark that the total does not include aliens who, not having 
been resident for over two months, are not under the obligation to register! 
Asif, with !mmigration brought down to the strangling point as it is, the 
- number of unregistered aliens who have been here under two months 
would make any material difference to the total ' , 

But it is quite obvious that this attack upon the aliens, this campaiga 
against the allen Jew, is a form of anti-Semitic warfare, That is the 
point that has to be keptin mind ail the time. It is one we have insisted 
upon throughout. And, therefore, the moral of this Times onslaught, as 
of the attitude taken up on behalf of the Home ©Mce by its present 
Secretary, is precisely that nothing cffective will be done to controvert 
this anti-alien agitation bere in England—or in America, or anywhere 
else, for that matter— until, in face of all assurances to the contrary, Jews 
realise that it is directed against the materially weaker part of their 
people, only because it is known that, from many points of view, they 
comprise the most virile of Jews in respect to faith, and because itis 
universal'y recognised that, Jews being what they are and as they are in 
the world, these weaker members can bo attacked with virtual impunity. 


The Core of the Matter. 


A curious example of the position is to be found ia the Home Secre- 
tary’s speech last Friday. lle referred to the immigration of Ameticans 


to thiscountry. Ue did not then speak of the scum of humanity. He © 


did not then suggest that he should exercise to the utmost his powers of 
exclusion. The American immigration was to be received with open 
arms as if it was any less likely to compete with the Britisher than the 
immigration frdm Eastern Europo. 

No! The man who will take up a bullying attitude to the weak is 
usually deferential to the point of obsequiousness to the mighty and the 
strong. Sir Willlam Joynson.Hicks can rail at the poor Jew, because he 
is powerless ; be is a wanderer; he is homeless. But the American isa 
member of a great Commonwealth, powerful, mighty, with a unique posi- 
tion inthe world, Immigrants from America are, therefore, in the Home 
Secretary's view, @ totally different proposition from that of immigrant 
Jews from Eastern Europe. And tosbield cur peop'e from these attacks 
of anti-Jadaism, from whatever quarter they may arise andiu whatever 
form, there is only one way. Change the werld position of the Jew: take 
the Ghetto bend out of his back, and let him stand up before all men as 
a man. Give bim his place in the sun of humanity; and then even 
tiome Secretaries of the British ompire, or a paper like the Times, will 
recognise in him a citizen of a couatry who is doiog his ‘specific share, 
his share as Jew, inthe work of the world, and will then hesitate to speak 


of him and his kind as if they were lepers and pariahs, when, in fact, 


their real trouble ts that they are politically poor and rationally weak, 


Pulpit References. 


In the course of a sermon last Sabbath at tho Keform Synagogue, 
Bradford, the. Rev. Nathaniel Jaco!s, B.A., referred to the anti-Alien 
agitation. He said that the series of articles in the TiMes and the un: 
Christian diatribo by Dean Inge against the Lassian and Polish Jews in 
the MORNING PosT, proved that there was an organised campaign of anti- 
hemitic origin against the foreign Jew. Ie was not preparcd to deny 
that Jewish faults and Jewish offences against good manners and good 
breeding might possibly have contributed to the agitation, as had been 
pointed out io a fair and balanced article in Tlie Jewitstt CURONICLE 
SUPPLEMENT for November by Mr. Charles H. Ll. Emanuel, M.A. No 
offence, said Mr. Jacobs, was more detestable on the part of Enoglish- 
speaking Jews.than to join in or sympathise with the fashionable baiting 
of the foreign Liddish- speaking Jew. It was not British, it was not Jewish, 
for any section of British Jewry to stand by ailentiy, and condone the 
lashing And wounding of tho Yiddish-speaking Jewish magses. British 
Jews and Jewesses might ask themselves the anestion whether the 
prophetic universalism, which they stressed s0 much, was. 80 
narrow, so spurious, that they covld noé include the foreiga 
Jew in thele broad sympathies and wide outlook. Did they 
realise the indomitable bearts and steadfast Jewish souls of the Kussian 
and Polish Jews’ Had the HIritish Jews over sacrificed a millionth part 
of what the foreign Jews had sacrificed in order to keep themse!ves Jews 
and their children Jews" No one would attempt to minimise the splendid 
achievements of the Jews of the British Fk mpire in civic and public life. 
No one could do other than praise the rare type of Jew—loyal to his 
faith and distinguished in his country s service—which British 
civilisation and British tolerance had evoived. Lut no better corrective 
to a false sense cf tuperiority, no better antidote to an un-British and un. 
Jewish spirit of selfishness and smug complacency, could be provided than 
by personal v visits to the homes: of those Ghetto Jews, about whom they 
kacw so little. 


Last Sabbath, in the course of his sermon at the Great Synagogue, 
Leeds, the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson referred to the Aliens question. He said 
it was sad to see nowadays the Jew, as an alion, being pilloried with 
many-sided reproaches of the deepest dye. The side of his character 
that was being held up to publicity was only that which was dark and 
questionable, whereas on the other hand it was within the knowledge of 
everybody that such evils as sweating, overcrowding, slum dwelling, 
commercial backsliding, and so forth, were really not attributable to 
any inherent Cefects in the Jewish ileal of life. They were part and 
pageel of the decadence cf modern civilisation, and applied equally to all 
races and denominations. The bright sides of Jewish life in the over.

DISCUSSION AT OLIVE SOCIAL CLUB. 


Last Tuesday, at the Olive Social Club, Aldgate East Chambers, 9 
discussion on the above-named subject was opened between Mr, Hannen 
Swaffer (Editor of and Mr. Gilbert Frankau. Mr, I. 
RUBENS presided, | | 

Mr. SWAPFER said that he was a great admirer of the Jewish people. 
He had been often claimed as a Jow, but he could assure them that 
was notso. They might almost have chosen as the subject that evenin;: 
not “ have the Jews prostituted art,” but “ has art prostituted the Jews,” 
Jews made a mark in various branches of art, and he concluded that 
there was no people in the world who had given #0 much to art as the 
Jewish people. He need only mention Reinhardt and Israéis and 
ecores of others. and. in modern times, Jacob Epstein, whom he 
regarded as the createst living artist, who struggled along, ignored 
and jeered at, and was scarcely able to afford to buy the materials 
with which to work. Another friend of his, Mr. Alfred Wolmark, who. 
thirty yéars ago as a boy in that part of London, also struggled 
along. There were Jews in those days around Mr. Wolmark who 
refused to sit as models. Here were two typically London Jéwish artists, 
both men of the highest character and determination, whose art had 
never had its reward and merit. After a reference to Gladys Stern's | 
hook, “Tents of Israel,” and the publication of two volumes by ap 
Austrian Jew named Wasserman, which he regerded as.

written during the last twenty years, the speaker said that there was 
nothiny commercial in the mind of the four people he had mentioned. 
After referring to Maurice Swartz, the actar, David Belasco, Landon 
Ronald, Heifetz, Solomon J. Solomon, and Israel Zgngwil!, Mr.8 
said that every ragtime composer was a Jew an lmost every Person 
that sang ragtime wasa Jew. A greal deal could be sald about 
Jews had prostituted art, to the extent of living on-ié. Werthefmer ani 
Duaveen had for many years earned fabulous livelihoods by exploitir: 
artists. Butit must be remembered that they did give a great deal of it 
back tothe country. The Daveen addition to the Tate Gallery and the 
Wertheimer collection in the National Gallery was an extraordinary 
proof of the generosity of Jews who had made money by exploiii: 
artists. The words “ Ghetto or get under” did exactly impress what bh. 
meant. He thought that the tragedy of the Jew was that he was thrown 
in a mass on a country which usually was not quite suited to absorb him. 
They knew that every country deserved tho Jows it had, audifthe Jow 
was well treated, he was like everybody cise. ifthe was not weil treated, 
Jod help the Jew aud God help the country. The Jewish problem coiid 
only be solved by inter-marriage among the people with whom they live: 
Jewish immigration at the moment had been stopped, not for any racia! 
reason. but for political reasons, and one of the resulta had been that 
they did find in NKassia things working against them which were b>»! 
so befere. 

Mr. GILBLAT FRANNAU said that allart was a form. of prostitution 
Art was perfectly useless because they did not live byit. He maintain«:! 
that nobody could judge art except posterity. Artistic sensibility wa« 
part of the Jew's birthright, and the Jew. was the mainspring and 
foundation of all art. The Jew was an extremist even iif art. He 
was of the opinion that there was no bond uniting the Jew o! 
one country with the Jew of another country, and that they were 
absolutely distinct. — 

Mr. HaMILTON said that the Jew's existence in art was 
very long one. There were to-day not tens, but thousands of Jews who 
were jdramatists and. serious writers, all of whom could only express 
themselves in the Yiddish jargon, and that disability they had to face in 
a comparatively small circle. lif anybody bad prostituted art it was the 
Gentile to whom art was a new thing.

A London Opera House. 
MR. ISIDORE DE LARA’S SCHEME, 

Mr. Isidore de Lara addressed a meeting of London subscribers and 
persons interested in his scheme for an Imperial and Pormanegy ‘pers 
House in London, at Claridge’s Hotel last Monday. . 

Mr. WICKHAM STEED, im introducing the subject, said that opers 
might be called high-brow music. Within the last fifteen or twenty 
years, the pene bad popularised operatic music to an extent 
previously inconceivable. Another great innovation had been broad 
casting, through which two or three million people Mstened every night 
to some kind of music. There was a tremendous amount of interest 2 
good music, and the supply was not enough to go round. He believed 
there was wore musical enthusiasm im England than they would iad 
any other country in Lurope, in proportion to the population. it wat 
misdirected, uneducated, but it wastbere. Their opera house need not % 
rigidly national; they could draw on the resources of other countrict 
But the establishment of such an institution would be a great encourage 
ment to British musicians. 

Mr, ISIDORE DE LARA said he was convinced that no opera compaly 
could succeed in London permanently until a theatre was built, capabie 
of seating at least four thousand, where millions of people who had never 
before been able to hear opera could have the opportunity of doing 5% 
and whore, instead of the high prices now asked, a stall could be had for 
five shillings and a comfortable seat for one shilling, For this a subsidy 


of at least £50,000 must be guaranteed. Therefore be was asking for 4 


million pounds to build the theatre and another million for the subsidy: 
He desired to raise the money by asking everybody to subscribe £1 
only, though those who desired to do so could contribute as much as they 
liked to the propagapdéa fund. Ia order to raise money for the propagands 
fund, they proposed to sell founders’ boxes, tenable by the purchasers ip 
perpetuity, at £500, and stalls on the same terms at £100, Nothing 
similar to his scheme had ever been attempted before, because it was 2° 
a business proposition. In conclusion, Mr. de Lara appealed to those

Long Firm Frauds Alleged.—Before Alderman Sir Charles Johnston, 
-t the Mansion House on ‘Tuesday, BARNETT APPLYSTONE, 66, general 
merchant, ISAAC APPLESTONE, 37, warehouseman, and LEWIs APPLESTONE, 
°{, company director, were charged, at the instance of the Director of 
Public lrosecutions, with haviog, between February 27th and October 

ith last, conspired together and with others to obtain goods by false 
pre tences, and with having 89 obtained gods to the value of £3,408 from 
a number of firms. Mr. Howe, prosecuting, said that prior to February 
last the defendants, who were father and two sons, carried on business 
as clothing manufacturers in Carter Lane, and up till then there had been 
no complaint as to their trading. In February they converted their 
business into a limited company—first as B. Applestone and Sons, 
Limited, and afterwards as the Phit-well Trading Company, Limited. The 
company wentinto liquidation in October last, Proofs of claims trom 
100 erc ditors bad been lodged amounting to £35,000, which would probably 
bo dcubled. The claims represented goods supplicd to the companies 
on credit between July and October. An alleged burglary on the company's 


premises in September was given as the explanation of the disappearance 


of their sales ledgers and day books. A great proportion of the goods had 
been sold to job buyers in the Kast End of London. When the company 
went into liquidation its balance amounted to £211. It would also be 
shown that the defendants were connected with another company, called’ 
B. Ailan and Co., Limited, of Aldersgate Street, and it was alleged that it 
bad becn utilised in disposing of the goods. Applying for bail, Mr. H.

Divorce: Owen v. Owed and Freedman.—Before Mr. Justice 
Horridge, in the Divorce Division, Colonel GEORGE OWEN, & consulting \~ 
engineer, formerly of New Cavendish Street, Londov, and now engaged 
ab Constantinople, petitioned for the dissolution of his marriage with his 
wife, Vera, on the ground of her adultery with Sidney Freedman, who 
was cited as co-respondent, and against whom damages were claimed. 
The suit was not defended. Mr. J. H. Watts, for the petitioner, said that 
£4,000 damages hadoriginally been claimed against the co-respondent, 
but, pursvant to an order of the Court, agreed damages in £750 had been © 
settled by the parties. Evidence of misconduct having been given, bis 
Lordship pronounced a decree nisi with costs against the co-respondent, 


, and ordered that the damages be paid into Court within fourteen days. 


Landlord and Tenant.—At the Lianelly County Court, do Rev. | 
Isaac Solomon, described as a former Jewish minister in the town, 
sought a warrant of possession in respect of Lakefield House, against 
Joseru Sarer on the ground that the conduct of the defendant was 
anuisance and annoyance to the other occupiers.
